26, built his own hod. that 
Iriangular-shaped contraption that 
hod-carriers mount on a brookslick¬ 
like handle. lie made it three times as 
big as any other hod. 

HE DOESN’T CLIMB ladders on the 
building site'—he bounds up them. He 
doesn't walk along the catwalks, he 
lopes. 

He moves three limes as much 
plaster as his fellow-workers — Maxie 
is self-employed and says he is too 
busy logo on strike — and earns about 
three limes as much as they do. some¬ 
thing like SWO a week.

"This proves to the doubters that 
anyone can achitwe their dreams 
through sheer hard work. 

"If more people were prepared to 
work instead of grumbling. Britain 
could be great again. I can’t under¬ 
stand unions going on strike. If people 
want more money, they should work 
harder" 

Maxie has spent six months on the 
house. He estimates he has about an¬ 
other six months to go to finish up the 
inside.

When the hou.se is com¬ 
pleted, wife Eileen will do her cooking 
in a $21,600 kitchen. 

All four bathrooms will have circu¬ 
lar tubs with gold taps.

Vander Zalm apologizes 


—then hedges

Municipal Affairs Minis¬ 
ter William Vander Zalm 
apologized Monday to any¬ 
one who was offended by his 
use of the word "frog" lo 
refer to French-Canadians. 

But the controversial min¬ 
ister said he would not make 
a blanket apology because it 
would be insulting to 
French-Canadians. 

In a phone interview from 
his Surrey constituency of¬ 
fice, Vander Zalm said: 

"I'm saying to anyone 
who's offended—I apolo¬ 
gize. 

"But a blanket apology 
would be an insult. The ma¬ 
jority of French-Canadians, 
I'm told, would be insulted. 


"It would be an insult to 
their Intelligence because it 
would presume! that they 
Would take a comment like 
that seriously. 

“I'm also apologizing on 
behalf of the news media, 
who blew the whole thing out 
of proportion." 

Meanwhile, the Federa¬ 
tion des Franco-Colomhiens. 
representing about 10,000 
French-Canadians in the 
province, said Monday it 
would not accept the minis¬ 
ter’s statement of apology. 

Federation executive 


director Jean Riou said 
Monday in a phone interview 
from Vancouver that 
Vander Zalm's apology was 
"not much.” 

Riou said, "He's not apolo¬ 
gizing for anything he says. 
We're still waiting for ad¬ 
vice from our lawyers. I’m 
sure that what we're asking 
for is a full apology for the 
French-Canadian population 
of B.C." 

When told Monday night 
that the federation was 
awaiting a full apology, 
Vander Zalm said from his 
.Surrey home: 


"They obviously don't 
speak for all French-Cana- 
dians in the province, it 
seems. 

"My goodness. I've apolo¬ 
gized to anyone who was of¬ 
fended. If they all feel of¬ 
fended, then they’re all 
covered.” 

Vander Zalm said he 
would respond on Tuesday to 
Social Credit backbencher 
George Kersler's request 
that he apologize to B.C.’s 
French-Canadian commu¬ 
nity.

Crystal-Wharf centre 
revenue link backed

Deregulation Minister Sam Bawlf, MLA for Vic¬ 
toria. will ask the provincial cabinet to support a 
propo’sal to operate the re¬ 
designed Crystal Garden 
and a new convention centre 
through a non-profit founda¬ 
tion. 

Bawlf said he had been 
studying the proposal, pre¬ 
sented by a group of Victoria 
businessmen, for some time 
and had concluded that “it is 
the best proposal we have 
received to date." 

If the cabinet accepts the 
proposal, the Pacific Gate¬ 
way Foundation would raise 
the capital to build the new 
conference centre on Wharf 
Street. It would operate the 
centre and the soon-to-be- 
opened Crystal Garden, 
using revenue from the 
Crystal to finance deficits at 
the conference centre. 

The Crystal will hou.se 
tropical gardens, aviary, 
theatre, tea and dance pavil¬ 
ions and shops. Admission 
will be 50 cents for children 
and senior citizens and $1 for 
adults. 

Bawlf said projections in¬ 
dicated that revenue from 
the Crystal should bo around 
$169,000 in its first year of 
operation, increasing to 
$210,000 a year after five 
years, more than enough to 
finance convention centre 
operating deficits. 

"Both facilities will add 
greatly to our ability to draw 
visitors to Victoria year- 
round." Bawlf said. "Their 
management and promotion 
should be closely co-ordinat¬ 
ed. The same .skills are re¬ 
quired to manage both.

OTTAWA (CP) — RCMP 
investigators found no 
grounds for laying charges 
in connection with Boeing 
aircraft .sale pa.voffs in Can¬ 
ada.

But Con.servative defence 
critic Allan McKinnon said 
outside the Commons that 
"it is quite clear that there is 
a crook somewhere in Can¬ 
ada who did take a bribe." 

The U.S. Securities and 
Exchange Commission is in¬ 
vestigating possible kick- 
backs by Boeing in deals 
including Canadian airlines 
and the defence depart¬ 
ment. 

Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark asked whether Cana¬ 
dian law had been broken. 

Blais replied that the 
RCMP found "no evidence 
of wrongdoing that anyone 
could be charged." 

McKinnon said two com¬ 
panies had given him the 
name of a man who might 
have received payments. 

The Victoria MP said Boe¬ 
ing might have made kick- 
backs by paying a set fee to 
a consultant for income lax 
purposes and the rest 
"under the table" in a Swiss 
bank account. 


MISSING TAHSIS BOAT 
ADRIFT FAR TO NORTH 


The battered wreck of a pleasure 
craft missing since Dec. 28 from 
Tahsis was found over the weekend 
but there was no trace of the two 
people who were on board. 

A Pacific Rescue Centre spokes¬ 
man in Victoria said a civilian aircraft 
flying over the sea near Prince Ru¬ 
pert, 510 kilometres north of Tahsis. 
spotted the missing vessel Saturday 
shortly after 10 a.m. 

However, Capt. John McKinnon of 
the rescue centre said there was no 
sign of 30-year-old Jim Steer and 29- 
year-old Janet Cooke, who were 
aboard on a one-day fishing trip when 
they disappeared. 


The boat was demolished above 
the waterline and only the hull bottom, 
engine and transom were left. 

The Prince Rupert-based Cana¬ 
dian Coast Guard cutler Clouslimg 
lowed the vessel to Prince Rupert 
where positive identification was 
made through the name on the tran¬ 
som and serial number on the engine. 

McKinnon also expressed surprise 
at the distance the missing boat, the 
Gem. had drifted.

New Democratic Party 
Leader Ed Broadbent says 
the government should im¬ 
pose selective price controls 
on beef and other essential 
foods if the major food com¬ 
panies will not commit 
themselves to keeping 
prices down. 

Not so, say Canadian and 
U.S. meat-industry repre¬ 
sentatives. Consumers 
should be patient and pre¬ 
pared to suffer if they want 
relief from rising meat pri¬ 
ces. 

Broadbent told reporters 
in Ottawa intervention 


might be necessary fo'.ow- 
ing weekend reports that 
beef would go up in price by 
some 18 cents a pound in 
supermarkets this week. 

But industry representa¬ 
tives meeting in Calgary 
said that if the marketplace 
was left alone, it would 
eventually bring forward 
greater meat supplies in re- 
spon.se to high prices and 
prices would then moder¬ 
ate. 

Broadbent said the heads 
of the major companies 
should be called together 
and asked to accept volun¬ 
tary profit guides. If they 
will not promise to keep 


their profits down to reason¬ 
able levels, the government 
should consider controls. 

But industry officials be¬ 
lieve government interfer¬ 
ence in the form of price 
controls, unnecessary regu¬ 
lation or excessive use of 
marketing boards would 
only disrupt the industry and 
result in higher consumer 
costs. 

“Consumers, and that 
means you and I. won’t sit 
still for the incredibly high 
costs associated with supply 
management,” declared 
Henry Beben, president of 
the Meat Packers Council of 
Canada.

Britain counters 
‘hell-hole’ claims 


LONDON (AP) — Britain 
has launched a propaganda 
campaign, largely aimed at 
the United States, to counter 
claims by Northern Ire¬ 
land’s Irish Republican 
Army that convicted IRA 
guerrillas are kept in 
"stinking hell holes." 

About 340 IRA men in the 
Maze prison near Belfa.st 
are refusing to wear prison 
uniforms, do prison work, 
clean their cells or.u.sc lava¬ 
tories in protest of Britain's 
March 1. 1976. abolition of 
the "political prisoner" sta¬ 
tus for convicted guerrillas. 

Visiting British MPs have 
described the protesters’ ex¬ 
crement-fouled cells as "re¬ 
volting." 

The British government's 
Northern Ireland office is 
distributing a four-page 
broadsheet that stresses the 
protesters' plight is self-in¬ 



flicted and notes that 90 of 
the guerrillas were convict¬ 
ed of murder or attempted 
murder and more than 100 
for offences related to ex¬ 
plosives. 

The IRA, an overwhelm¬ 
ingly Roman Catholic move¬ 
ment. is fighting to end Brit¬ 
ish rule and Protestant 
domination in Northern Ire¬ 
land and achieve the Gaelic 
dream of a united Ireland. 

A Northern Ireland office 
spokesman said Monday 
that 10.000 of the documents 
had been printed "and we’re 
still printing" 

The U.S. is the main target 


because the protest has 
aroused sympathy among 15 
million Irish-Americans and 
some U.S. congressmen.

SEATTLE (AP) - Chi¬ 
nese Vice-Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping ended his get-ac- 
quainted visit with the Unit¬ 
ed States on Monddy, ex¬ 
pressing hope that the two 
peoples would “live in 
friendship from generation 
to generation,” 

Nursing a cold and slight 
fever and too weary for one 
last meeting. Teng said he 
returned home "laden with 
the warm sentiments of the 
American people.” He 
called "most unforgettable" 
the friendship shown him in 
his eight-day visit. 

"We came in the hope of 
strengthening peace, and we 
have not been disappointed 
in our hope.” he said. 

U.S. Ambassador-desig¬ 
nate Leonard Woodcock told 
Teng on his departure: "And 
.so has ended a historic and 
. very successful visit. You 
have brought us a message 
gf friendship which you have 
said, and we agree, will last 
from generation to genera¬ 
tion. We are proud that we 
may have a part in the new 
loqg march to China’s des¬ 
tiny.” 

Old church 

ROME (AP) — Archeolo¬ 
gists say they have discover¬ 
ed a lih-century Christian 
basilica at O.stia. the first 
such church found in what 
was a booming port city-in 
Roman times. 


Teng did not leave without 
a reference to a theme ex¬ 
pressed often during the 
tour, which took him to At¬ 
lanta.

"The Chinese people will 
do their bit toward opposing 
global and regionaf hege- 
monism,” he said.

Terrorist attack 
aimed at woman 

ROME, (UPI)— Two women urban guerrillas riding a 
motorscooter and armed with silencer-equipped pistols shot 
and wounded a female prison guard as she left for work 
Monday in the first terrorist attack in Italy specifically 
directed against a woman. 

Raffaella Napolitano. 34, a guard in the women's section 
of the city’s New Prison, was shot once in the left thigh. 

The ultra-left Front Line group claimed responsibility 
and said the shooting was part of a feminist campaign. 

Women were believed prominent in the kidnapping and 
killing of former Premier Aldo Moro last spring by thc'Rcd 
Brigades, closely linked with the Front Line. 

Meanwhile, police in Milan said they arrested four Red 
Brigades suspects over the weekend, one of them Calogcro 
Diana, wanted in connection with the wounding of two 
policemen in 1978 and the 1976 killing of a prosecutor. 

In Rome, a time l)omb damaged a coffee bar and 
five automobiles, and another car was fire-bombed. 

Employees of Turin’s .300-.vear-old New Prison have 
been guerrilla targets since the facility housed Red Bri 
gades leaders awaiting trial last year. Four have been killed 
and two wounded since last April.

Forecasting 
in the big leagues 

ACCURATE PLANNING to meet future elec¬ 
tric power needs is like navigating at speed 
among icebergs. The obstacles are enormous 
and there isn’t much time to manoeuvre. The 
recent experience of Ontario Hydro proves it 
only too welt. What happened there leaves us 
wondering about B.C. Hydro’s suggestion that 
power needs in this province wilt grow by an 
average 6.4 per cent annually over the next 11 
years. 

For years, Ontario Hydro accurately fore¬ 
cast an annual seven per cent increase in 
demand. But last year it foi’ecast a drop to S.S 
per cent over the next eight years and a 
subsequent forecast predicted demand will 
drop in that province to four per cent by the 
year 2000. 

Meanwhile, Ontario Hydro is faced with 
selling power from the expensive excess capac¬ 
ity it has built. It has launched a sales cam¬ 
paign directed at utility companies in the East¬ 
ern U.S. as far south as Maryland. 

What are the icebergs any power authority 
like Ontario or B.C. Hydro faces? First, there 
are the tremendous capital costs involved in 
power generation. Billion-dollar dam projects 
aside, a new underwater cable to Vancouver 
Island is going to cost about $350 million. Then 
there are the years needed to move ideas 
through design, financing, construction to op¬ 
eration. That cable, well into planning now, 
won't be operational until 1993. Finally, all hell 
will break loo.se if B.C. Hydro ever under-esti¬ 
mates future needs and we end up with brown¬ 
outs, black-outs or some kind of rationing. 

The stakes involved in accurate prediction 
of power needs are not simply a matter of 
public borrowing costs or the political reper¬ 
cussions which would come from any shortage. 
Last year Crown Zellerbach noted that an 
essential prerequisite to a proposed $lS0-mil- 
lion expansion in newsprint production at its 
Elk Falls mill near Campbell River was an 
adequate power supply. ^ jobs hang in the 
balance too. 

No power authority has the gift of second 
sight. Hard as it may try, B.C. Hydro can’t 
predict, with certainty, future power needs. If 
.vou were the head of B.C. Hydro, which of those 
icebergs would loom as the most threatening to 
you? Surely the prospect of critical power 
shortages. That’s why British Columbia might 
end up with some power for sale, too, in the 
years ahead. 


Teaching,to hate 

WHAT IS IT that generates racism, that smug 
and irrational conviction of group superiority? 
If we knew, perhaps we could do something 
about it. I 

Some revealing information on the subject 
emerged from a recent seminar in Victoria for 
school tru.stees. UBC education professor Jack 
Kehoe noted, for example, that a film shown 
students which illustrated incidents of racial 
conflict between whites. East Indians, Chinese 
and Japanese in the history of British Columbia 
was factual but did nothing to counter racism. 
In fact, the students concluded such incidents 
were frequent in our past and the best way to 
avoid them in future would be to stop non-white 
immigration. 

Kehoe says curriculum units now being 
developed, like one which tells of Indian units in 
the Canadian armed forces during the Second 
World War, will stre.ss the positive and can lead 
to belter racial attitudes. 

That sounds promising but . . . The selec¬ 
tion of historical incidents and the emphasis of 
history to be taught is always a delicate exer¬ 
cise. Like the choosing of stories to be printed 
in a newspaper, it is always open to propagan¬ 
dizing.

Facing the truth about Quebec 


again 


OTTAWA — The Report of the 
Task Force on Canadian Unity boils 
down to Lester Pearson’s old dictum: 
(Quebec Is not a province like the 
others. The report puts it more simply 
by saying “Quebec Is distinctive,’’ but 
the meaning is the same. 

On the face of it, all that has hap¬ 
pened in 16 years of agonizing over the 
“Quebec problem’’, is that we have 
travelled a full circle to where we 
were when Pearson took office in 1963. 
A rather dismal result, considering the 
investment of time, energy and money 
(The Pepin-Robarts task force alone 
spent $3.7 million) in “national unity” 
exercises. 

The conclusion that at the end of it 
all we have merely relumed to the 
point of departure is, however, mis¬ 
leading. True, the Task Force’s find¬ 
ing of Quebec being “distinctive” is 
essentially the same as the Pearson 
formula, but there is a vast difference 
in the scope of emotionally and politic¬ 
ally acceptable interpretations of the 
two virtually identical conclusions. 

In 1963 Pearson could do no more 
than state the obvious. He did not dare, 
and politically could not afford, to 
draw the logical consequences from it. 
The vast majority of the electorate 
was not ready to face, let alone accept, 
the changes and adjustments implied 


in clear recognition of Quebec not 
being a province like the others, 

in private, Pearson toyed with the 
concept of national dualism in a single 
state and agonized over ways and 
means that would give it at last a token 
expression. He thought that if English- 
speaking Canada could be persuaded 
to go along with something of that sort, 
the new disruptive breed of national¬ 
ism that was hatching in Quebec could 
perhaps be neutralized. But in prac¬ 
tice he didn’t venture beyond a few 
cautious experiments with the so- 
called opting in (or out) formula. 
When even that threatened to knock 
his shaky political ground from under 
his feet, he gave up and chose the 
standard Canadian evasion of prob¬ 
lems by setting up a Royal Commis¬ 
sion. 

Before the costly Bi-Bi dodge got 
anywhere near the bottom of the lav¬ 
ish trough allotted to It, along came 
Pierre Trudeaq with his no-special- 
treatment-for-Quebec rigidity. When 
Pearson retired in 1968, the Trudeau 
preconceived line became federal go¬ 
vernment orthodoxy. During the next 
10 years, as anyone looking back now 
must realize, the centralizing Inflexi¬ 
bility of that policy nearly tore the 
country apart. It’s no exagggration to 
say that the PQ victory in the 1976 
Quebec election, while helped along by 
the exceptionally bad Bourassa gov- 
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Mexico’s oil may save it 


LONDON — Mexico will 
never become the Saudi 
Arabia of Latin America, al¬ 
though it may have even 
more oil than all the sheikhs 
of Araby. The reason is, of 
course, that Mexico also has 
more people — about 14 
times as many. But the oil 
may will save Mexico from 
becoming the Bangladesh of 
Latin America. 

That seemed to be where 
Mexico was heading until 
about two years ago. On the 
map It is a huge country — 
from Tijuana to Yucatan Is 
as far as from Paris to Cairo 
— but most is mountains and 
deserts, and only one-tenth 
of the country is suitable for 
agriculture, even with irri¬ 
gation. 

Yet there are already 68 
million Mexicans, three- 
quarters of them under the 
age of 22, and the population 
growth rate is amongst the 
highest in the world. For the 
past seven years food pro¬ 
duction has risen more slow¬ 
ly than population, and the 
country already has to im¬ 
port a great deal of food. By 
the year 2000, at the present 
rate of growth, there would 
be 147 million Mexicans. 

A decade ago Mexico was 
often portrayed as one of the 
world’s "miracle growth” 
countries economically. The 
admirers overlooked the 
fact that over two-fifths of 
all Mexicans live in villages 
with fewer than 2,500 people 
each, with not nearly enough 
land to go around. The true 
rate of unemployment and 
underemployment in the 
swollen cities was about 40 
per cent. Mexico was head¬ 
ing for Doomsday. 

In 1976, it loqked as though 
the slide to disaster was 
really getting underway. 
The peso, stable for 20 
years, suddenly lost almost 
half its value, and sober ob¬ 
servers were predicting 
revolution and the break¬ 
down of society within a dec¬ 
ade. And then, just as sud¬ 
denly, Mexico discovered oil 
in huge quantities. 

Five years ago Mexico 


nad proved oil reserves of 
only 3.3 billion barrels. Since 
the new discoveries in the 
far south began to flow in, 
the figures have been rising 
almost monthly; last Octo¬ 
ber the government an¬ 
nounced proved reserves of 
over 20 billion barrels, only 
to raise it in December to 40 
billion, with potential re¬ 
serves amounting to 200 bil¬ 
lion barrels — which Is more 
than Saudi Arabia’s proved 
reserves. 

The explorations are still 
in the initial stage and the 
figures could rise even 
higher. Oil revenues may 
amount to $6 billion this 
year, and Mexico now has 
vitually unlimited credit for 
foreign loans. “The worst is 
over," said President Jose 
Lopez Portillo recently. 

Jose Andres Oteyza, pub¬ 
lic sector industries minis¬ 
ter. summed up the govern¬ 
ment’s realistic hope last 
November: “The capacity 
for financial self sufficiency 
which the oil profits offer, 
allied to the right plans (or 



their use. can allow our 
economy to grow at annuql 
rates of 10 per cent for a 
relatively long period.” 

And that, if it works, is 
what will save Mexico from 
becoming another Bangla¬ 
desh. The government, re¬ 
cognizing the terrible threat 
to Mexico's future contained 
in a 3.5 per cent annual popu¬ 
lation growth, has embarked 
on by far the most ambitious 
program of birth control In 
Latin America. It involves 
large-scale distribution of 
contraceptives at very low 
prices, a television advertis¬ 
ing campaign and the pro¬ 
motion of sterilization for 
both men and women. 

One estimate suggests 
that the growth rate has al¬ 
ready dropped to 3.2 per 
cent. Conapo, the National 
Population Council, hopes to 
reduce it to 2.5 per cent by 
1982, and one per cent by the 
end of the century. But the 
twin pro-population forces 
of Catholicism and machis¬ 
mo will only be defeated if 
Mexican incomes rise dra- 
(natically, for it is prosper- 
sity that really causes small 
families. 

The country to whom this 
matters most (apart from 
Mexico itself) is the United 
States. If Mexico succeeds 
in lowering the birth rate 
and raising the economic 
growth rate as it plans, in 20 
years the United States will 
have a stable neighbor of 100 
million population, with a 
living standard about the 
same as Italy’s today. Even 
that will be an uncomfort¬ 
able experience (or the Unit¬ 
ed States, which is unaccus¬ 
tomed to dealing with big, 
powerful neighbors, n 

This independent, pros¬ 
perous, rather difficult 
Mexico, however, is much 
preferable to the Mexico 
that the United States .would 
otherwise be facing in the 
year 2000: a Society of 150 
million starving, desperate 
people collapsing into revo¬ 
lutionary chaos. Mexico’s oil 
is vital to Washington in 
more ways than one. 



emment, was to a large extent the 
consequence of Trudeau’s rigidity. 

It was the shock of the separatists’ 
sweep (after Trudeau had pronounced 
separaUsm dead) that prompted the 
launching of yet another probe of the 
over-examined “Quebec problem”. To 
make the new Task Force (it was 
too soon after the Bi-Bi extravaganza 
to call it a* Royal Commission) look 
impartial and credible in English- 
speaking Canada, Trudeau roped in 
former Ontario Tory Premier John 
Roberts to co-chair it. But he also 
made sure — or thought he did — that 
his concepts and political require¬ 
ments would dominate the whole thing 


by pairing Robarts with former Grit 
cabinet minister and AIB Chairman 
Jean-Luc Pepin. 

While Pepin obliged by paying clev¬ 
er lip-service to Trudeau’s fixed no- 
tiorts of what Canada’s “new society" 
and institutions should be, he must 
have also disappointed (and I suspect 
angered) Chairman Pierre. For 
Pepin, who heartily embraced the 
“Quebec is not a province like the 
others” dictum of the ’60s and only 
reluctantly acquiesced in Trudeau's 
reversal of It, has loaded the Report of 
the Ta^ Force with the “Pearson 
approa^” he really believes in. 

Hence the impression of a return to 
the same spot we were at 16 years ago. 
In fact, however, while completing a 
full circle, we are now above the 1963 
point, at a much higher plane of politi¬ 
cal awareness and tolerance th^ ex¬ 
isted or was conceivable then. Who 
report thus can say openly wha\ in 
Pearson’s time no politician would 
even hint at, namely that we actual^ 
have, like it or not. national dualism ii\ 
this country. Consequently, not being a 
province like the others, Quebec 
“.should, within a viable Canada, have 
the powers to protect and develop its 
distinctive character: any political so¬ 
lution short of this would lead to the 
rupture of Canada.” 

No ifs. and buts about it this time.

Tl^e CIA takes the measure 
of Soviet military spending 


WASHINGTON — The So¬ 
viet military buildup con¬ 
tinues to surge. 

A new analysis by the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) estimates that the So¬ 
viet defence effort raged 
ahead at a rate 25 to 45 per 
cent greater than the United 
States in 1978. 

Soviet activities in strate¬ 
gic weapons outpaced the' 
U.S. by threefold. In gen¬ 
eral-purpose forces, includ¬ 
ing the navy, Soviet efforts 
ran about 35 per cent ahead 
of the U.S. last year, the 
intelligence agency esti¬ 
mates. 

The CIA comparison, re¬ 
leased almost simultaneous¬ 
ly with President Carter’s 
proposed 1980 budget, bol¬ 
sters the White House claim 
that U.S. defence spending 
needs to be increased by 
three per cent in the coming 
year. , 

Soviet defence, the CIA 
says, has been expanded by 
an estimated three per cent 
a year over most of the past 
decade. During that same 
period, U.S. defence spend¬ 
ing shrank almost every 
year. 

The agency says that since 
1971 the Soviet Union has 
devoted more of its re¬ 
sources to the military than 
has the U.S. 

CIA analysts admit that 
comparing Soviet efforts to 
U.S. efforts can be like com¬ 
paring apples and oranges. 
Soviet military pay scales 
differ. Soviet weapons often 
rel)>.on older technologies. 
Soviet strategies are based 
on different geopolitical 
needs. 

Nevertheless, CIA ana¬ 
lysts are able to make a 
comparison by answering 
the question: What would it 
cost to produce and man in 
the United States a military 
force of the same size and 
with the same weapons as 
that of the U.S.S.R.? 

When the comparison is 
made in dollar terms, the 
Soviets “spend” 45 per cent 
more than the U.S. When

measured in their own cur¬ 
rency, the ruble, the differ¬ 
ence is only 25 per cent, for 
various statistical reasons. 

Obviously, this doesn’t 
mean, nor does the CIA indi¬ 
cate, that the U.S. should 
immediately increase its de¬ 
fence outlays to match the 
Russians. In .some ways, the 
challenge to Soviet defences 
is far greater. 

For instance 15 per cent of 
the U.S.S.R.’s military out¬ 
lays are devoted exclusively 
to countering Chinese forces 
along the Siberian border. 
Nor can the Soviets rely on 
allies in Europe as powerful 
or as dependable as those of 
the NATO alliance. 

Even so, the CIA study 
pinpoints some specific 
areas that may bear watch¬ 
ing: 

O Strategic Forces: For 
the past decade the Soviet 
effort to develop interconti¬ 
nental missiles, bombers, 
and missile submarines has 
pushed ahead at a pace 
about two-and-a-half' times 
that of the United States. 
Soviet missile development 
has moved so fast — with 
improved accuracy, and 
multiple warheads — that 
some U.S. experts have be¬ 
come deeply concerned. 


0 General Purpose 
Forces: In the late 1960s and 
early 1970s the U.S. was just 
coming off high budgets 
caused by the Vietnam War. 
Since 1970, SovieJ spending 
for these forces has been 
greater than the U.S., and 
the gap widens each year. 

O, Support Forces: These 
include military space pro 
grams, coast guard, border 
guards, all logistic support 
activity, military assistance 
and civil defence. U.S. out¬ 
lays have run higher every 
year, but the Soviets have 
almost completely closed 
the gap. 

O Research and Develop¬ 
ment: Estimates here are 
sketchy and unreliable, the 
CIA admits. But the agency 
estimates the Soviet effort is 
“substantially larger" than 
the U.S. effort. 

O Military Investment: 
Soviet spending, in com¬ 
parative terms used by this 
study, has run about 80 per 
cent higher than that of the 
U.S. during the past dec¬ 
ade. 

President Carters new 
budget has been designed to 
improve the U.S. position in 
most of the areas addressed 
in the CIA study. Spending 
would rise substantially for 
strategic weaponry, re¬ 
search and development, 
and for conventional forces 
in Europe.

BCRIC is pleased with the performance of the 
Plateau company, Commerford said. He said 1976 
production was about 112 million board feet on a 
two-shift basis, and sales for the year were about 
$26 million. Earnings fur the year w ill be available in 
time for the printing of the prospectus that BCRIC 
w ill be distributing before the much-heralded initial 
sale of its shares. 

However, if the present pattern is maintained, it 
will be a favorable result. The Plateau mill showed a 
$1.9-million profit for 1976 and jumped that to $1.3 
million in 1977. 

Ninety-four per cent of the market is in the 
L nited .States and the remaining 6% in Canada. 

The complex, the major employer in Vanderhoof 
w ith 326 wiirkers. is situated In nearby Engen. About 
6,5% of tliem are union members. , 

Plateau was incorporated in 1967 with the merg¬ 
ing of two firms. Blue Mountain Sawmills Ltd. and 
David Martens and Sons Ltd. Fort SI. James Saw mill 
Ltd. was added in 1966. but this property was dis¬ 
posed of in 1970. Significant acquisitions at the same 
time included limber rights in the Nechako Public 
Sustained Yield Unit. Others are in the Kluskus and 
Ootsa forests. 

In the meantime Plateau formed a subsidiary, 
L.P. Timber Ltd. (a subsidiary which acquired 66% 
of .Silver Sawmills Ltd. and in 1973 acquired the 
jtalance). 

The provincial government acquisition took 
place under conditions similar to other such 
moves — the use of the statute that allows il to block 
the transfer of timber-harvesting rights, thereby 
blocking jj proposed takeover by another agency.

Iran oil 
worries 
Canada 

TORONTO (CP) — The 
curtailment of oil produc¬ 
tion in Iran is causing supply 
problems for some Cana¬ 
dian oil companies, a tele¬ 
phone survey of the com¬ 
panies indicates. 

Some companies are 
meeting demand by drawing 
down inventories while 
making contingency plans 
for the future. 

Iran. Canada's second lar¬ 
gest supplier of imported oil 
after Venezuela, contributes 
24 per cent of imported 
crude and accounts for 
about seven per cent of the 
country’s total daily re¬ 
quirements. 

Industry spokesmen said 
the loss of Iranian produc¬ 
tion has tightened world oil 
markets and will Hkely lead 
to continued firming of oil' 
prices. So far. the supply 
situation has not affected 
deliveries to customers. 

Gulf Canada Ltd. of To¬ 
ronto is the major Canadian 
purchaser of Iranian crude. 
The company is working 
with parent Gulf Oil Corp. of 
Pittsburgh to obtain adddi- 
tional supplies, said James 
Holding, manager of crude 
supply. 

"We are not encouraged 
by developments,” said 
Holding.

PARIS (AFP) — The 
touRh and unrumpromislng 
world of Formula One 
Grand Prix motor-racing 
gave its unanimous praise 
Monday to the remarkable 
Frenchman w>hose cars have 
got the world drivers cham¬ 
pionship off to its must sur¬ 
prising start in years. 

But Guy LIgier, the 48- 
year-old racing car design¬ 
er. was not even in Brazil to 
sec his cars take first and 
second places Sunday in the 
Brazilian Grand Prix. 

He prefers to stay at home 
and continue his work to 
make the Ligier team the 
best in the world. 

With two Grand Prix com¬ 
pleted this year, I.igier al¬ 
ready leads the field with 
two wins,' a second and a 
fourth. 

Driver Jacques Laffite 
tqps the abie with, a maxi¬ 
mum 18 points', while Pa¬ 
trick Depailler is In third 
place with nine points. 

The Ligier success has 
caught most Grand Prix ex¬ 
perts off-guard. It was ex¬ 
pected that last season's all- 
edhquering Lotus team, led 


by world champion Mario 
Andretti of the United 
States, would again set the 
pace. 

Ferrari, Tyrell, Brabham 
and McLaren were tipped as 
the best outsiders and no 
one, it seems, gave Ligier a 
second giance. 

To explain how this upset 
came about. It is necessary 
to understand the man be¬ 
hind it — Guy Ligier. k 

Ligier first came to light 
in 1959 when he became 
French auto racing cham¬ 
pion. With his winnings from 
that he started up a plant- 
hire firm which soon em¬ 
ployed 1,200 on 500 ma¬ 
chines. 

At the same time as his 
firm went from success to 
success, Ligier branched out 
into constructing sports 
cars. 

The JSl (named after his 
friend Jo Schlesser, who 
died at the Rouen circuit in 
1968) made its debut in 
1969. 

Powered by a Maserati V6 
engine in conjunction with 
the French firm of Citroen, 
it was initially successful. 


but Citroen's merger with 
Peugeot in 1973 left Ligier 
out in the cold. 

It took some time before 
he could come up with an¬ 
other partner, but eventual¬ 
ly Matra took him on and in 
1975 the Ligler-Matra en¬ 
tered the Grand Prix cir¬ 
cuit. 

Despite some initial suc¬ 
cess, the Ligier with its V -12 
Matra engine was not exact¬ 
ly the hottest property In 
Grand Prix racing. So much 
so that the Matra organiza¬ 
tion, with many other high 
technology interests apart 
from motor racing, indicat¬ 
ed^ its intention of pulling 
out. 

Once again, however, Li- 
^er made the best of his 
difficulties and immediately 
Incorporated in his cars the 
immensely successful Brit¬ 
ish Cosworth V-8 engines. 

The early tests were 
promising, but it wasn|t 
until Laffite roared home in 
Buenos Aires just over two 
weeks ago that the full ex¬ 
tent of the French challenge 
was realized.

NHL stars assemble 
for cup series drills 


The National Hockey 
League all-stars had their 
first workout Monday as 
coach Scotty Bowman began 
forging a team to meet the 
Soviet national team in the 
Challenge Cup series. 

Before the practice in 
New York, Bowman told re¬ 
porters he feels puck control 
will be a key to the series. 

"That’s going to be the 
most important thing,” he 
said. "How we control the 
puck when we get it.” 

The Soviet team, the 
cream of a huge hockey 
systenf. Is likely to be a pow¬ 
erful offensive unit,, the 
Montreal Canadiens' coach 
said. The all-stars will have 
to control the play. 

Bowman said he plans ini¬ 
tially to keep regular line- 
mates together. For exam¬ 
ple, Guy Lafleur and Steve 
Shutt of Montreal will be 
paired, as would Bobby 
Clarke and Bill Barber of 
Philadelphia Flyers and 
Lanny MacDonald and Dar¬ 
ryl sutler of Toronto Maple 
Leafs. The powerful New 
York Islanders line of Bryan 
Trottier, Clark Gillies and 
Mike Bossy also will be kept 
intact. 

But Bowman cautioned 
that he plans to be flexible in 
his strategy and the lines 
could change. “You really 
can’t tell until you try It.” 

Bowman said the three- 
game series, which starts 
Thursday, should produce 
exciting hockey. 

"I’m convinced the So¬ 
viets will be probably the 
best representative team 
they’ve ever had.” he said. 
“I think we’ll have our best 
team too.” 

He said one of the hardest 
ta.sks will be to mould a uni¬ 
fied team out of what he 
considers the 25 best hockey 
players in the NHL. 

The players, some still 
aching from a tough week¬ 
end schedule, were confi¬ 
dent, but not overly so, after 
their initial workout. 

Larry Robinson, the tough 
Canadiens defenceman, ad¬ 
mitted to being tired after 
two weekend games, but 
said he should be up to par 
today. 

“We’re going to have our 
hands full." he said of the 
.Soviet team. 

Clarke, named captain of 
the NHL team, noted that 
most members of the .squad 
have played the fioviets at 
one time or another. Some 
met them with other NHL 
teams or with Team Can¬ 
ada, while others plapd 
them at world champion¬ 
ships. 

Serge Savard of Montreal, 
the assistant captain, .said 
the initial workout was not 
too strenuous because of the 
weekend games, but added 
the players are feeling 
good. 

"It seems like the players 
have the right altitude,” the 
big defenceman said. “It 
looks like there’s a good 
spirit on the team and I have 
a lot of confidence.” 

Savard said that a month 
ago, many players were 
lukewarm on the idea of the 
series against' the Soviets, 
but said they seem to have 
picked up the challenge 
now. 

Most players felt the big¬ 
gest hurdle will be to get the 
various units of the team 
welded into a solid struc¬ 
ture. 

Some remained doubtful 
because of injuries. Denis 
Potvin of the Islanders, who 
has been out with a shoulder 
injury, confessed to feeling 
a twinge or two during the 
workout. 

Sittler, who is coming 
back from a knee problem, 
said he feels in good shape 
and Bob Gainey of Montreal, 
suffering .from a pulled 
hamstring, skated hard in 
practice despite the injury. 

Bowman and Bill Torrey, 
the general manager, have 
until midnight Wednesday 
night to make their final se¬ 
lections for the.team.

VANCOUVER (CP) - The federal government 
has agreed to provide 33 per cent of the funding 
required to build the stadium component of the 
proposed Pacific National Exhibition, president 
Erwin .Swangard said Monday.

Pirate ace could be first $1 million-per-year player 



NEW YORK (AP) — "Somebody had to have anme acce.ss 
because there's a lot to it." lawyer Tom Reich said Monday 
about a published report the the new five-year contract of 
his client, Dave Parker of Pittsburgh Pirates, was worth a 
guarantee minimum of $e.7S million. 

"Some areas relate to what I received in the contract," 
said Parker, the National League's most valuable player 
who was here to receive an award from a baseball maga¬ 
zine. 

The Chicago-Sun Times reported Saturday that Parker 
would be paid a minimum of $6.75 million under the 
contract, that he could, with incentive-clause payments, be 
baseball's first million-dollar-a-year player by 1983, and 


that hr would »t $I million in 1989 and $200,000 annually for 
the following 18 years under a deferred payment plan. 

The new agreement will run through the 1983 season at 
which time, Parker could, at age, 33. renegotiate with the 
Pirates or declare himself a free agent and seek employ¬ 
ment with another team. 

The report stated that Parker's contract will give the 
27-year-old slugger an annual salary of $650,000 and $350,000 
of which will be deferred at an annual interest rate of per 
cent plus a $625,000 signing bonus, the newspaper says. 

The report also said: 

—The contract contains clauses which grant the outfielder 
$100,000 each year he is selected the NL's most valuable 
player, $50,000 if he's second in the balloting, $25,000 if he's 


third and $15,000 for each season he wins a Oolden Glove 
award. 

—Parker could earn $50,000 each year Pittsburgh has a 
home attendance of 1.5 million, an additional $.'>0,000 if the 
figure exceeds 1.75 million and $50,000 more if attendance 
tops the two million mark. 

In effect, Parker's bast .>alary would be $775,000—leased 
on his annual salary plus one-fifth of the bonus—and could 
climb to $1,040,000 if he wins the MVP award, the Golden 
Glove and the Pirates attract two million fans to Three 
Rivers .Stadium. 

“It's incomplete and there are some errors." Reich said of 
the report. “But I'm not going to correct them because there 
is a gentleman's agreement with Dan Galbreath (Pirates 
president) not to reveal any terms of the contract."

Hinkle squanders big lead 
then wins Crosby playoff

(.\H) — Lon Hinkle capped 
off a wlldly-erralie effort 
with his only birdie of the 
day. on the third hole of a 
sudden-death playoff with 
Mark Hayes and Andy Bean, 
to win the $300,000 Bing 
Crosby golf tournament 
Sunday.

Hinkle said he'd .suffered 
a dry-skin crack on the fin¬ 
ger before the start of play. 
He bandaged the finger, 
shanked a shot out of bounds 
on the first hole, bogeyed the 
si.xlh through eighth and 
then discarded the ban- 
dige. 

"This probably was the 
toughest day I've ever had." 
said the emotionally-ex¬ 
hausted Hinkle. 

He three-putted fur bogey 
on the nth "and I didn't 
think I had a chance." 

But he got that shot and 
wiin it three holes later. 

Hinkle's birdie came on 
the third extra hole, the 17th 
at Pebble Beach—a par-3 
jolting into the swirling surf 
of Cafmel Bay. He dropped 
u putt of about 10 feet and 
apparently was too exhaust¬ 
ed. both physically and men¬ 
tally. to show any emotion.

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High court upholds 
Bhutto death decree 


IWusral Bhutto 
... spirited away 


RAWALPINDI. Pakistan (UPl) — Paki¬ 
stan's Supreme Court Tuesday upheld the 
death sentence of former prime minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, convicted last March 
of ordering the assassination of a poiitical 
opponent. 

Bhutto, 51, who ruled Pakistan for more 
than five years, has 30 days to .appeal 
for a supreme court reversal of its deci¬ 
sion, and then can appeal for mercy to 
President Zia Ul-Haq, who toppled Bhut¬ 
to’s regime in a July 1977 military coup. 

But Bhutto said from his death cell he 
would rather hang than admit to the mur¬ 
der charges or appeal for mercy. Zia has 
pledged to hang Bhutto if the supreme 
court upheld the death sentence. 

Bhutto was found guilty of ordering the 
killing of Ahmad Raza Kasuri. a political 
opponent, by the Lahore High Court last 
March. During an ambush in November 


t97l, Kasuri’s father was killed by mis¬ 
take. 

The court ruled the former prime minis¬ 
ter was responsible for that death. 

Bhutto and four other condemned prison¬ 
ers remained in their death cells at the 
time the decision was announced by the 
supreme court. 

Police arrested 455 people Mbnday and 
security forces were posted at key points 
near Pakistan's railways, public utilities 
and government offices. Universities and 
colleges were closed in anticipation of a 
violent reaction to the court decision. 

Bhutto’s wife, Nusrat, was picked uj) 
without explanaiRon Monday and spirited 
off to a house in the capital city where 
officials held her daughter, Benazir. The 
two women have led the crusade to free 
Bhutto and have headed the People’s Party 
in his absence.

The Ring, say 
the university’s academic 
ranks are already . "top- 
heavy" with many associate 
and full professors of in¬ 
creasing age, and propor¬ 
tionately few assistant pro- 
fes.sors and lecturers. 


Cult fans, foes square off at U.S. hearing 


WASHINGTON (UPl) — Foes and fol¬ 
lowers of religious culls, interrupted by 
cheers, boos and shoutSj_squared off Mon¬ 
day at a raucous Senate hearing called in 
response to the Jonestown massacre to 
look into the "battle for the mind" of .voung 
.America. 

The cullisls compared themselves to 
early Christian martyrs, while their arch 
enemies—the ■deprogrammers"—ac¬ 


cused them of raping the minds of Ameri¬ 
ca's youth. 

The informal hearing, organized by Sen¬ 
ator Robert Dole, quickly turned into a 
noisy debate over the First Amendment 
rights of religious cults. 

Civil libertarians and establishment reli¬ 
gious groups, worried about the far-reach¬ 
ing implications of a cult investigation, 
joined the cultists in attacking the rump 


hearing as a witch hunt. 

Rabbi Maurice Davis of While Plains. 
N.Y., who claims to have deprogrammed 
128 youths, compared the cults to "the Nazi 
Youth Movement.” 

But the head of the American branch of 
the Rev. Sun Myung Moon’s controversial 
Unification Church said the real target of 
the critics "is not cults but religion it¬ 
self." 


Other groups or beliefs mentioned by the 
23 witnesses at the hearing were the Hare' 
Krishnas, Scientologists, the Way Interna¬ 
tional, Children of God, est and Transcen¬ 
dental Meditation. 

The Rev. Dean Kelley of the American 
Civil Liberties Union said the Jonestown 
massacre "should not blind citizens to the 
serious constitutional questions raised by 
demands for government investigation of 
‘cults.’’’

This, together with the le¬ 
velling-off of university 
enrolment, has led to a de¬ 
crease in the number of 
openings for younger aca¬ 
demics, Dr. John Banks and 
Dr. George Monticone say. 

"At present, approxi¬ 
mately 25 per cent of the 
teac|)jng load at this univer¬ 
sity is being done by non¬ 
permanent employees who 
by and large are not treated 
equitably by the univer¬ 
sity." 

They suggest that the 
money could better be used 
lo reduce the size of intro¬ 
ductory courses. add 
courses and programs to the 
university curriculum, in¬ 
crease research funds, or 
create junior teaching and 
research positions. 

The approach approved by 


the university's board of 
governors, which will see 
the recruitment of top 
scholars to UVic for periods 
ranging from a few days to 
permanently, would no 
doubt benefit the university, 
"though we note that the 
presence on campus of a 
high-profile academic is not 
by itself a benefit," Banks 
and Monticone say. 

The funds were made 
available to the Universitj 
of Victoria Foundation by 
the education ministry last 
year, after it purchased the 
university’s former Lans¬ 
downe campus for Camosun 
College. Education Minister 
Pat McGeer said at the time 
that the money was trans¬ 
ferred to the foundation on 
the understanding that it 
would be u.sed for the pro¬ 
motion of excellence in the 
university. 

“There is a need to sup¬ 
port the general activities of 
scholars of .such internation¬ 
al repute, above and beyond 
the support which normally 
surrounds university 

scholars. " McGeer said. 


Quebec fire devours 
city blocks 20 homes 

GRAND-MERE. Quc. (CP) — A general-alarm 
fire, whipped by fierce winds, destroyed a commer¬ 
cial block and more than 20 homes here Monday 
night before firemen brought the flames under con¬ 
trol. 

The fire was sparked by an explosion in the 
basement of a restaurant in the downtown area of 
this industrial city of 16.000. about 110 kilometres 
northeast of Montreal, the fire department said. 

Spurred by winds gusting at alwut 50 kilometres 
an hour, the flames swept through five business 
establishments within minutes and then went on to 
devour the homes, cau,sing an estimated $750,000 in 
damage, fire department officials said. 

It took the city's to firemen, helped by 20 others 
frdm nearby Shawinigan, about five hours to master 
the fire. No injuries were reported. 

The cause of the explosion has yet to be deter¬ 
mined.

There are no smoke delec¬ 
tors in the rooms at Oak Bay 
Manor, an intermediate- 
care nursing home. Oak Bay 
council was told Monday. 

However, they will be in¬ 
stalled as a temporary mea¬ 
sure as soon as they become 
available under a $200,000 
grant from the provincial 
lottery fund, according to a 
report from cpuncil's fire 
committee. 

Kventually they will be re¬ 
placed by a bolter *ysjcm 
which electrically connects 
the rooms of each floor to 
the nursing stations. 

A report by municipal ad¬ 
ministrator James Craven, 
in which fire chairman Aid. 
Peter Bunn concurred, oth¬ 
erwise ‘gave the manor a 
clean bill of health insofar 
as compliance with the Fire 
Marshal's Act was con¬ 
cerned. 

Bunn said the design of the 
building was complex and he 
felt it would be worthwhile 
to have firefighters famil¬ 


iarize themselves'with the 
interior and maintain a 
regular program of staff 
training to ensure the pa¬ 
tients could be evacuated in 
the event of fire. 

He also expressed concern 
about the fact that only 
about .seven staff are avaii- 
able to care for the elderly 
and infirm patients on the 
overnight shift. 

The report referred to 
magnetic doors, inspected 
monthly by the fire depart¬ 
ment, which close automati¬ 
cally when an alarm is 
snunded, sealing off each 
floor level and compartmen¬ 
talizing the manor to stop 
the spread of fire. 

Fire retardant carpets re¬ 
cently installed in the per¬ 
sonal care wing "seem more 
suitable for the purpose than 
the previous thick carpeting 
installed on those levels." 
the report said. 

Besides the 150 patients in 
the nursing home section, 
about 30 more people are 
transient residents in a drug 
and alcoholism recovery 


program in the intensive- 
care wing and there is a 
separate hotel-like wing 
where elderly residents who 
arc fully mobile are housed 
in luxury surroundings.

In other financial matters, 
council considered a three- 
page brief by Smith to Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs Minister Wil¬ 
liam Vander Zalm pleading 
once again for Oak Bay and 
Saanich to be given their 
.share of taxes on University 
of Victoria properties. 

.Smith's brief noted that 
the lost property taxes on 
UVic land would be equiva¬ 
lent to 6.5 mills, and that if 
the provincial government 
■twere to bring llte university 
in line with other provincial 
property, the average home- 
owner tax bill in Oak Bav 
would be cut by $76. 

Council also agreed to 
seek a meeting—by itself or 


with other municipalities if 
possible—with the Greater 
Victoria Public .School 
Board to review its budget 
before final approval 
comes. 

Aid. Peter Bunn, a former 
school trustee, expressed 
concern at the easy ap¬ 
proach to spending being 
taken by the current board. 

Bunn .still attends the 
meetings to keep an eye on 
things for Oak Bay taxpay¬ 
ers. 


Minnie developer appealing 


The controversial Minnie 
Mountain housing develop¬ 
ment will be back before the 
courts this fall. 

The developer. Broad- 
mead Farms Ltd., an¬ 
nounced Monday it is ap¬ 
pealing a recent B.C. 
Supreme Court judgment 
quashing the bylaw for the 
proposed hpusing develop¬ 
ment at Ten Mile Point. 


In quashing the bylaw. 
Mr. Justice William Trainor 
found there was a reason¬ 
able apprehension of bias by 
the ordinary citizen because 
Aid. David Paterson voted 
for the bylaw which re¬ 
ceived a 5-4 approval by 
Saanich council last Octo¬ 
ber.

A policeman and a civilian 
wore lauded for bravery 
Monday night during an in¬ 
quest into the death Jan. 13 
of two .Saanich teenagers in 
a fiery car crash. 

"I think Constable (Mur¬ 
ray) Kilshaw and Mr. (Lyle) 
Barr took real chances 
going so close," said assis¬ 
tant Saanich fire chief Wi¬ 
liam Holmes at the conclu¬ 
sion of his testimony 
describing his department’s 
involvement in removing 
two of the five occupants of 
the car which had burst into 
flames against a tree on 
Claremont Avenue. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jorre qalled the men’s 
actions “very heroic.” 

Driver Spencer Larson 18, 
of 2370 Weiler, Sidney, and 
Dale Storey, 15, of 903 Fal¬ 
mouth. died on impact, ac¬ 
cording to medical evi¬ 
dence. Still in critical 
condition in hospital are 
Donald Schwartzenberger, 
18, of 769 Birch, Deep Cove, 
Leith Hulbert, 18, of 911 Clo- 
verdale, and Lawrence 
Huisman, 15, of 564 Obed. 

Barr, a professional truck 
driver, told the inquest that 
he and L.P. Giu.seppini ran 
froqt their car to the acci¬ 
dent scene and attempted to 
free one of the occupants 
until flames began to engulf 
the car. Barr then, along 
with Constable Kilshaw. 
tried to reach the occupants 
through the rear window but 
found that all of them were 
pushed, almost in a stacked 
fashion, into the front sec¬ 
tion of the car. 

The first person they 
pulled out was determined 
dead by Kilshaw, according 
to Barr, and they heard 
moans and were able to ex¬ 
tract two more persons be¬ 
fore the ambulance and fire 
department arrived. 

“You Couldn’t see inside 
that car for fire.” said Barr, 
who received minor burns 
during the rescue. 


“All I was looking for was 
a particle of clothing, some¬ 
thing substantial to grab 
onto and not get hair or a 
finger,” he said. 

By his estimate, Barr 
said, the Larson car passed 
them at 70 to 80 mph; Giu- 
seppini set the speed of the 
car at closer to 60 mph. 

He told the inquest he 
was approaching the crest of 
the hill near the Santa Clara 
intersection when the other 
car came over the hill head¬ 
ing down to the Pat Bay 
Highway and passed him. In 
the time it took him to look 
in the rear-view mirror the 
car had come to rest against 
the tree with flames coming 
from the engine area. 

Lawyer for the Larson es¬ 
tate, Harold Turnham, ques¬ 


tioned both Barr and Giu- 
seppini on the position of 
their car in relation to the 
centre of the road at the 
time the Larson car passed 
them. Both said they were 
well to the right. 

Medical testimony showed 
that both teenagers died 
from medical complications 
other than from the fire. 

Heinz Meuser of the pro¬ 
vincial motor vehicle testing 
station said an inspection of 
the crash car showed it 
could not have passed the 
test because of a substan¬ 
dard tire on the left front 
wheel. Although the car was 
heavily damaged, he said 
there was no evidence of any 
brake or steeering defect.

Hydro protest 
goes unaided 

It was not a "love thy neighbor" night at Saanich 
municipal hall Monday as aldermen voted 5-3 against 
supporting a North Saanich resolution protesting B.C. 
Hydro service in that district. 

The resolution was seeking support from Saanich 
for a letter expressing displeasure "w ith the most er¬ 
ratic supply of electric power being experienced in 
our municipality." 

Mayor Mel Couvelier sparked a lively but brief 
debate with a suggestion that rather than support 
such a resolution "we identify our own concerns to 
Hydro about problems of power outages.” 

Aid. Sandy Noel said he believed the public utility 
was well aware of its deficiencies and was attempting 
to overcome them. 

Aid. John Mika sugge.sted Saanich be neighborly 
and support the resolution. 

"I'm quite sure Hydro will not mind getting 
proposals and suggestions about its service from 
customers." he said. 


Chairman quits ^loaded’ planning group 


The chairman of the North 
Saanich advisory planning 
commission has left the 
commission, charging that 
council “loaded” it with citi¬ 
zens favoring the point of 
view of certain couneillors. 

Adrien Gilmore said Mon¬ 
day in an Interview that 
council also may have bun¬ 
gled the T.sehum Harbor 
controversy by refusing to 
compromise with the prop¬ 
erty owner, Robert Wright. 

As a result, Gilmore said, 
council was no longer in the 
driver's seat regarding pos¬ 
sible development at T.se¬ 
hum Harbor. 

Gilmore_said Monday he 
asked his name be removed 
from a list of those will¬ 
ing to .serve on the commis¬ 
sion. His two-.vear term as 


chairman expired last De¬ 
cember. but his name was to 
be considered for a >ixth 
citizen-at-large position yet 
to be selected. 

(The commission now has 
seven members—six citi¬ 
zens and the committee A 
chairman, Eric Sherwood.) 

Gilmore said council had. 
in effect, altered the tradi¬ 
tional function of the com¬ 
mission. 

He said the commission 
was intended to advise coun¬ 
cil by being objective and 
realistic, and by sifting facts 
from “strongly held" per¬ 
sonal opinion. 

He said council recently 
appointed some people to 
the commission who were in 
"like mind" with councillors 


opposed to the Tsehum Har¬ 
bor proposal. 

“It appeared to me the 
collective intent of council 
was to load the commission 
with people of like mind. 

"Two of the throe people 
who were recently selected 
for the commission were 
outspoken opponents of the 
T.sehum Harlrar proposal.” 

That proposal, by .Sealand 
owner Wright, was the sub¬ 
ject of a recent APC re¬ 
port to council. 

The report's majority 
opinion, which Gilmore 
helped write, advocated pro¬ 
tection of the Tsehum Har¬ 
bor area, much of the treed 
shoreline on the east and 
wvst sides of the property. 
Blue Heron Basin and the 
Tsaykum Harbor shoreline. 


In return for protection of 
those areas, the majority 
opinion suggested that 
Wright could go ahead with 
limited marina expansion 
and cluster-type housing. 

A minority report, which 
North Saanich Mayor 
George Westwood, an APC 
member. Helped write, was 
opposed to housing develop¬ 
ment or marina expansion. 

The minority report said 
the status of the property 
under the Community Plan 
and the Agricultural Land 
Reserve Act would preclude 
development. 

On .Ian. 22. council em¬ 
braced the minority opinion 
by voting to turn down any 
applications for further 
wpjer leases or extension of 
existing leases for commer¬ 


cial purposes in Tsehum 
Harbor. 

However, council was 
powerless to do anything 
about Wright's plans to build 
houses along the foreshore. 

Gilmore said council's de¬ 
cision looked good at the 
time, but was a mistake that 
would backfire. 

"Their decision was pre¬ 
mature. There's a whole re¬ 
gional plan on shoreline 
management coming up. 

I llitnk they came at it 
from a fixed position. 

"1 think what we present¬ 
ed was a unique opportunity 
to protect the area. 

■'There's no protection for 
it under the Agricultural 
Land Reserve, the Commu¬ 
nity Plan, or the migratory- 
bird act. 


■’There will certainly be 
development, but we were 
saying, what kind. 

"We said. Hey. mister, if 
you w ant to develop here s 
the price you pay.' 

"I am sure council was in¬ 
fluenced by a very few sin¬ 
cere. dedicted and articu¬ 
late people in the 
municipality. 

"But I'm sure history will 
look fondly on our majority 
report opinion. 

"Tsehum Harbor 

would've been protected by 
a compromise solution 
which would have been a 
hell of a lot belter than what 
they’re going to get now. 

"The municipality 

would've been in the driv¬ 
er's seat. Now they can only 
react."

The labels carry 
warnings, but too few people 
ever read labels, unfortuna¬ 
tely. People with high blood 
pressure, heart disease, 
glaucoma (increased eye¬ 
ball pressure) or'with urina¬ 
tion difficulties should be 
equally cautious and use 
them only at the direction of 
their doctor. 

The ephedrine may in¬ 
crease the diabetic's blood

sugar level and interfere 
with the insulin control. 
Numbness, as you describe, 
would be a sign of this, a 
condition called diabetic 
neuropathy (nerve dam¬ 
age). This is not uncommon 
in diabetes with or without 
such medicine. Nerves take 
a long time to recover from 
damage, but as long as you 
keep your sugar under con¬ 
trol you should improve. 
You may need vitamin sup¬ 
plements. You also should 
get at the root of your drain¬ 
age problem. 

Dear Dr. Ruble; I am 16 
and I read somewhere that 
you should drink six to eight 
glasses of water each day. 
in order to do this I don't 
drink any other liquids. Is 
this correct?—T.A. 

Change the word "water” 
to "liquid" and you'll be on a 
better track. It can be in any 


pop. At 
your age, milk should be in¬ 
cluded. The six to eight 
glasses has been recom¬ 
mended in certain circum¬ 
stances, such as to avoid 
dehydration In high fever ill¬ 
nesses. However, recent stu¬ 
dies show that four to six 
glasses of liquid dally (eight 
ounce glasses) are sufficient 
to satisfy any normal thirst 
and body needs. 

Dear Dr. Ruble; Is there 
any medical truth to the idea 
that prune juice is*a laxa¬ 
tive? How does it work?— 
H.P. 

You don't need medical 
proof beyond the fact that it 
works. It does. But there is 
medical proof beyond that, 
and I don't mind telling you 
that I had to do some digging 
to find it for you. 

Prunes and their juice 
contain a chemical dihy- 
droxyphenyl isotin. It in¬ 
creases the motility (move¬ 
ment) of the bowel walls — 
Us laxative effect. For this 
reason the prune Is a bona- 
fide natural laxative. 

Concentrates are used in 
some commercial laxatives 
found in drugstores. Most 
people don't need laxatives, 
though.

But experts stress dangers 

More moms pick 
‘home delivery’ 



It’s your funeral 


So spare your family the added grief and 
confusion of funeral arrangements. 


WINDSOR, Ont. (CP) — 
At a time when medical 
technology is more sophisti¬ 
cated that ever, some per¬ 
sons are choosing to have 
their children bom at 
home. 

Childbirth educationists 
suggest that although hospi¬ 
tals have done a tremendous 
job dealing with the medical 
needs of birth, they have 
missed the equally-impor- 
tant emotional needs. 

ROSALIE Jacques, foun¬ 
der of the Childbirth Educa¬ 
tion Association of Windsor, 
said parents lose control of 
the situation when they are 
in a hospital. At home, they 
can dictate what type of 
care their infant receives. 

“The main thing is being 
with your baby constantly,” 
she said. 

“That's the single, most 
important thing. It's better 
for the child b^ause it en¬ 
hances the family bond.” 

A STUDY DONE by the 
International Childbirth 
Education Association in the 
United States said spontane¬ 


ous parental responses to 
the infant give it sensory 
stimulation that is neces¬ 
sary for normal growth and 
development. 

The same study showed 
that if a mother is hostile to 
her new-bom child. It can be 
detrimental to the child’s 
physical and emotional de¬ 
velopment. 

Ms. Jacques recommends 
parents hold their new-bom 
infant fqr at least 30 minutes 
after childbirth. But hospi¬ 
tal routines, such as im¬ 
mediately putting drops in 
the baby's eyes, usually pre¬ 
vent this, she saidv 

FOR BONDING to occur 
uninterrupted, there is no 
place like home, she said. 

However, neither her or- 
ganiution nor the Educated 
Childbirth Organization, a 
similar group In Windsor, 
advocate home hirths. 

Ms. Jacques said that if a 
couple requests information 
on how to achieve a home 
birth, she points out the need 
for extensive medical prepa¬ 
ration to deal with any 
emergencies. 


JACKIE McCreary, direc¬ 
tor of the Educated Child¬ 
birth Organization, agreed 
that the home environment 
is less than ideal in an emer¬ 
gency but said hospitals also 
have their flaws. 

“If only they could be a 
little more flexible for peo¬ 
ple who want to do some¬ 
thing unusual,” she said. 

The most important 
change would be to let the 
mother and child remain to¬ 
gether immediately follow¬ 
ing birth, she said. However, 
many hospitals would have 
to be changed structurally, 
putting the post-partum 
rooms or' recovery areas 
next to the nursery. 

MS. McCreary said 
some mothers prefer to be 
left alone after childbirth 
but the facilities should be 
made available for those 
who want to be with their 
children. 

“I wish the hospital ad¬ 
ministrators would bend a 
few rules for people who 
want it. After all, they've 
waited nine months to see 
their baby."

Huge picture windows reflect a certain style. But if 
they face directly into cold winds in winter, or glaring 
sun in summer, they do little to keep the house at a stable, 
comfortable temperature, in either season. 

The love Canadians have for separate homes on sepa¬ 
rate lots is another cause of soaring heating bills. 

“A TOWNHOUSE can be. heated at a quarter of the 
cost of a fully detached house. Shared walls are the 
very simple rea.son.” 

He says Canadians are lucky that these absurdities 
have never become an insurmountable problem. Technol¬ 


ogy came up with the idea for central heating and cooling, 
available at the mere twiddle of a thermostat and. as long as 
the fuel bill was paid promptly each month, it could be warm 
in winter and cool in summer. 

“But now," he says, “this shameless consumption of 
energy is a luxury we won’t be able to afford much 
longer—especially in the face of dwindling fuel resources 
and the rising costs of existing supplies." 

SIMON LOOKS to "climatic housing" for a sensible an¬ 
swer to heating problems. 

For example, he recommends that, long before the 
house is built, local geography and climatic conditions be 
checked. 

These considerations can then be incorporated into the 
design of the house and used to advantage in much the 
same way the Eskimo used snow and sunlight to make 
an igloo into a home with a comfortable, stable and en¬

If West did 
have the A-K of hearts, he 
would have lead at least 
one high heart before lead¬ 
ing the singleton club. 

So Billy carefully led the 
nine of hearts, declarer’s 
king going to West’s ace. A 
low heart to East's queen 
put the defense in position 
to score a club ruff and the 
game was one down. •% 

Had East led a small 
heart at trick three, a 
shrewd duck by South 
would keep East off lead 
and the club niff would 
disappear. And if .East had 
led the queen. West would 
have had to underload his 
jack 10 (a more difficult 
play) after capturing 
declarer’s king.

IDEALLY, THE HOUSE would be built facing south, 
with double-glazed glass in windows aiming in that direc 
tion. Sunlight thus would be encouraged to penetrate the 
house more effectively. 

Simon explains that although glass does not retain 
much heat, floor and wall coverings can be made from 
materials capable of absorbing heat from the sun’s rays. As 
a result warmth is retained in the house. 

To keep this warmth inside the house is another 
matter. But Simon says h^at can be trapped in the house 
by using shutters or insulating curtain's that can be 
drawn at sunset or on cloudy days. 

“OF COURSE THERE are more sophisticated systems, 
employing quite costly technological innovations, but the 
basic principles and techniques of climatic housing can be 
used by anyone interested in making significant reductions 
in heating costs. 

"Even if you cannot build another home, it Ls possible 
to analyze existing conditions and surroundings and make 
better use of them to reduce energy consumption."

M. V. Chesnut’s 
Garden Notes

For several days now we have been 
discussing a labor-saving bed of flow¬ 
ering shrubs — a shrub border which, 
when planted along a property line, 
can serve not only as a pleasing orna¬ 
mental feature, but also as a screen to 
maintain some privacy, all with very 
little maintenance. 

Recently I named and described a 
few of the taller shrubs suitable for the 
back of the border, mostly kinds which 
will take hold and thrive even In the 
hands of Inexperienced gardeners. 
Today I think we might move on to 
consider some of the medium-tall 
kinds, in the four to seven-foot range. 

A grand old shrub and a long-time 
favorite of mine is Kerria Japonica, 
often sold under the name Jew's Mal¬ 
low; I have never succeeded in tracing 
the derivation of this nickname. In 
spite of its specific name, japonica, 
the bush is actually a native of 
China. 

Standing five or six feet tall when 
fully grown, with a spread of five feet, 
it has shiny green foliage and covers 
itself in April and May with large 
buttercup blossoms in golden yellow, 
with a smaller trickle of blooms all 
through the summer months. The 
stems are an unusually vivid green, 
remaining attractive all winter. 

There Is a double-flowered form of 
Kerria, with yellow blossoms shaped 
rather like miniature chrysanthe¬ 
mums, but It Is a gangling, leggy bush

with smaller leaves and, to my mind, 
nothing like as attractive as the sin¬ 
gle-flowered plant. 

Kerria will thrive In almost any 
kind of soil and is as hardy as a 
Canada thistle. 

To provide color in the late summer 
and early fall, I suggest the Lacecap 
Hydrangea Blue Wave. This one grows 
five feet tall, with about the same 
spread, although it stands up well 
under restrictive pruning and can 
be maintained in a slimmer shape. 

Blooming in August and Septem¬ 
ber, the blossoms are unusual and 
most attractive, with fertile florets in 
the middle of the truss and sterile ray 
florets around the edge, producing a 
dainty, lacy effect. Colors range from 
pink to clear gentian blue, depending 
on the acidity of the soil, and unlike 
other Hydrangeas, the blooms are fra¬ 
grant. 

I have written before about using 
“wild” or species roses as flowering 
shrubs, and some of these are admir¬ 
able occupants for the middle rows of 
a mixed shrub border. One of the most 
appealing, to my way of thinking, is an 
ancient Bourbon rose called Zephirine 
Drouhin, growing to five feet, without 
thorns, and bearing silvery pink, 
sweetly scented blooms from June 
well into autumn. 

The Bourbon roses, incidentally, 
take their name not from U.S. corn 
whisky, nor from the French royal 




family, but from the Isle of Bourbon In 
the Indian Ocean, now called Re¬ 
union. 

Some other good shrub roses for 
this purposes arc Sparrieshoop, a 
sweetbriar from Holland with very 
large, light pink blooms; Harrison’s 
Yellow, with semi-double blooms, very 
early and sweetly fragrant; Fred 
Loads, bearing single four-inch flow¬ 
ers in a striking orange-red shade and 
named for one of England's most be¬ 
loved garden broadcasters. 

Fruhlingsgold, another shrub rose, 
blooms In creamy yellow to white, 
while Grootendorst Supreme is a Ru- 
gosa rose flowering almost all sum¬ 
mer with deep red blooms. 

Another old favorite of mine in the 
medium-tall class is Romneya coun- 
teri, the California Bush Poppy, about 
five feet tall and five across. This one 
is often listed in the catalogues as a 
herbaceous perennial rather than 
among the shrubs, as it is not fully 
hardy and is sometimes killed to the 
ground during a severe winter, but it 
sprouts again from the roots and sel¬ 
dom fails to renew Itself promptly. 

Romneya is a dramatic sight in full 
bloom, with huge golden-centred white 
poppy flowers from July until fall, 
scented with the fragrance of old 
wine. 

Another name for this native of 
Mexico and California is the Matilija 
Poppy. 
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WASHINGTON — It's a 
tough battle, and men and 
women of goodwill on both 
sides are fighting for the 
hearts and minds of our 
children.

“Children have a 
lot more consumer intelli¬ 
gence than their parents 
give them credit for, and 
can discriminate between 
the good products being ad¬ 
vertised and the bad.” 

Hearings are now being 
held. My favorite witness so 
far has been Seymour 
Banks, vice president of the 
Leo Burnett Advertising 
Agency. Banks In testimony 
advanced the theory that the 
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Things I Learned En Route to 
Looking Up Other Things: 

• That the British Empire abthe 
start of the Second World War covered 
nearly 16 million square miles of the 
earth’s surface. 

• That the name "California” was 
taken from an old Spanish story, 
published in Madrid in 1510, of black 
Amazons ruling an island of this name. 
(California still seems to be a fiction¬ 
al country in respects.) 

• That climbing 1,000 feet upward 
on a mountain slope is equivalent to 
280 miles between the latitudes, in 
terms of change of cllniate and tem¬ 
perature. (On every mountainside, 
less than four feet upwards equals one 
mile toward the pole.) 

• That it is only within the last 100 
years that playing cards have been 
“double-headed,” i.e., read from 
either side, with indices on both the top 
and bottom comers. 


commercials are an educa¬ 
tional experience because 
“children, like everyone 
else, must learn the market¬ 
place. You learn by making 
judgments. Even if a child is 
deceived by age four, what 
harm is done? He will grow 
out of it. He is in the process 
of learning to make his own 
decisions.” 

I don't know Banks per¬ 
sonally but he is a man after 
my own heart. In further 
testimony he agreed that 
children do put pressure on 
their parents to buy certain 
products they see adver¬ 
tised, but maintained par¬ 
ents usually refuse the re¬ 
quests. “What harm is there 
In that?” he asked. “Even if, 
as many psychologists 
claim, a child perceives 
children in TV advertise¬ 
ments as friends, and not 
actors, telling them some¬ 
thing, where’s the harm? All 
a parent has to say is, 'Shut 
up or I’ll belt you.’” 

In my book. Banks beats 
the heck out of Spock for not 
only knowing how to raise a 
kid, but sell a product at the 
same time. 


I was at Stonewall’s house 
the other day when I saw the 
Banks’ theory of raising 
children In action. 

Tommy Stonewall, age 
six, was not eating his ce¬ 
real. This of course pro¬ 
duced the question, 
“Tommy, why aren’t you 
eating your cereal?” 

“Because I don’t like it 
anymore and the car that 
came with it for $2.95 
doesn’t work either.”:

Cain, the Jimmy Mcllugh 
estate and especially my old 
friend Gerald Marks all love 
him. Gerald is the guy who 
wrote All of Me, which is on 
the album and is also one of 
the nation’s top singles: 

Willy has a great love for 
the melodic 'Tin Pan Alley 
songs. Maybe that’s why he 


wrote Crazy. The first tim^ 
1 heard Linda Ronstadt sing 
that one, I could have sworn 
it was from the ’20s. 

Saw Superman the other 
day at Mann’s Chinese at the 
early bird matinee and the 
big theatre was jammed. 

This is the movie that 
most of the critics jumped 
on, although there were 
some deserved rave re¬ 
views.

A defence of entrapment, mostly heard in drug trials, 
was brought out in a drinking-driving case Monday in 
Victoria provincial court. 

Defence lawyer William McElmoyle offered the de¬ 
fence in a Sept. 29 incident in Colwood involving 18- 
year-old Michael Phillip Guiney, of 540 Langholm. 

McElmoyle argued before Judge William Ostler that 
Constable Robert Vallance of the Colwocd RCMP “in¬ 
duced and connived" the offence by allowing Guiney to 
get behind the wheel of his truck. 

Evidence heard at the Jan. 29 trial on charges of 
impaired driving driving with a blood-alcohol con¬ 
tent over .08 was that Vallance spotted the truck in a 
ditch and spoke to Guiney, who appeared on the scene. 
The officer was alleged to have said that Guiney should 
move the car. 

Guiney was subsequently stopped driving his vehicle 
following a pursuit. 

McElmoyle asked- the judge to note the contradic¬ 
tory evidence in the transcript. 

“Did you tell him (Guiney) that his car was impro¬ 
perly parked?" McElmoyle asked the police officer. 

"That is correct," Vallance replied. 

"And you told him, 'You'd better move your car,'?" 

"No. I-information that I remember was that 1 told 
him why I was there." 

Later in the trial, the transcript showed. Vallance 
said. “To my knowledge no, I don’t remember saying 
that.” 

"But you just said in your earlier evidence that you 
may have said to this man that ‘You better move your 
car and get It out of here,"’ McElmoyle asked Vallance. 

"1 may have said, yes." 

"Isn’t it true, constable, that you felt all along that 
you would leave this man after directing him to do 
something with his car and pick him up down the block? 
That’s what happened, isn’t it?" 

"It crossed my mind, yes, but I was not there for that 
one particular purpose." 

" When you were waiting in your car down the street 
you were just .sort of cruising the area, maybe to get Guin¬ 
ey, maybe to do something about this party in the neigh¬ 
borhood?" 

“That's correct," Vallance answered. 

McElmoyle said Vallance put personal property in 
jeopardy by letting Guiney get behind the wheel. 

Crown counsel Wayne Smith argued that the defence of 
entrapment must be supported by clear evidence that the 
officer induced the commission of the act in order to provide 
grounds for a criminal charge. 

.Smith also pointed out that the officer in this case in no 
way brought about the actions of the accused man. 

In his ruling. Ostler noted that the defence of entrap¬ 
ment was not recognized as a defence in most Canadian 
courts but, assuming iL is a defence, he said, he found 
there was no evidence of it in this particular case. He said 
it was clear Vallance did not tell Guiney to drive the vehi¬ 
cle in an impaired condition. 

"I'm quite satisfied the officer thought the accu.sed 
(man) was going to get in the ear and drive it," Ostler 
concluded, “and that is ei(aCtly what happened." 

Ostler found Guiney guilty of impaired driving and le¬ 
vied a $406 fine. 


O’Keefe 

worries 

overspill 


HAMILTON (CP) - The 
board of Hamilton Place will 
decide the fate of new gen¬ 
eral manager Tom Burrows 
late this week after it has 
had time to clarify his role 
in the financial difficulties 
at Toronto's O’Keefe 
Centre. 

Mayor Jack MacDonald 
said Monday that Burrows 
was told not to report for 
work as scheduled following 
a meeting with city control¬ 
ler Bob Morrow and theatre 
board chairman Martin 
Luxton. 

The three had met to dis¬ 
cuss a Metropolitan Toronto 
auditor’s report, released 
Friday, alleging misman¬ 
agement of monetary prac¬ 
tices and programming poli¬ 
cies at O’Keefe Centre that 
led to a request for Bur¬ 
rows’s resignation as gen¬ 
eral manager in December. 
His contract with Hamilton 
Place was signed Dec. 2, 
more than two weeks before 
the O’Keefe resignation. 

The auditor’s report said 
O’Kwfe Centre costs for 
1978 totalled more than $1.64 
million including net operat¬ 
ing costs, municipal taxes 
and capital expenditures. A 
total of $22,092 was realized 
as net revenue from perfor¬ 
mances during the year.

‘Misconceptions’ scored 


Labor minister Allan Williams has 
propagated “misconceptions” among 
school boards about the use of the 
Essential Services Disputes Act, the 
president of the B.C. School Trustees’ 
Association has charged. 

Dave Kandal has taken issue, in a 
letter to Williams, with comments 
Williams made in a letter sent Jan. 9 to 
all school board chairmen. 

The controversy over the bill was 
heightened in December, when the 
government proclaimed a section of 
the legislation which included school 
boards, until then excluded, within the 
act’s jurisdiction. The act was passed 
to resolve a school strike-lockout in the 
West Kootenay. 

Williams .said in his letter that the 
act did not take aWay the right of any 


person to bargain collectively, and 
did not displace the obligation to 
bargain collectively in good faith. 

“There is no legislation of general 
application which suspends collective 
bargaining or removes the rights and 
obligations of that process." 

But affecting the means of final 
settlement (after a 90-day cooling-off 
period, either party in the dispute can 
opt unilaterally for binding arbitra¬ 
tion) “is bound to affect the process In 
such a way as to prevent 'good faith’ 
bargaining," Kandal told Williams. 

“The end result will probably repre¬ 
sent an increased cost to the taxpayers 
of the province and a contravention of 
the expressed policies of the present 
government. 

“For you to argue with the reality of 
these statements would be tantamount 
to an unparallelled admission of naive¬ 


te as to how the collective bargain 
ing process works." 

Kandal also mentioned the provision 
of compulsory binding arbitration for 
teacher salaries in the Public ,School.s 
Act, and said it led to “pre-arbitration 
war dances," and the arguments that 
it led to higher settlements “are suffi¬ 
cient to fill your office." 

“During the years of the Antl-Infla 
tion Board, the arbitrators appointed 
by you showed a total lack of re¬ 
sponsibility and a complete disregard 
for federal law when they handed 
down arbitration awards in excess of 
that allowed under AIB." 

The government’s interference in 
the West Kootenay increased the cost 
of the conflict and jeopardized at¬ 
tempts by school boards to have wages 
in the public sector follow" those in the 
private sector, Kandal said.

Province rolls back 
land sale dimensions

Lands Minister James Chabot said Mon¬ 
day the B.C. government would not sell as 
much crown land to residents of the prov¬ 
ince as he announced last week. 

Chabot had said the government would 
sell 64 million acres of land, in three-to 
five-acre lots, to B.C. families for residen¬ 
tial, recreational and agricultural use. 

The minister said Monday, however, that 
the 64 million acres was the size of the area 
from which the lots would be carved. 

He noted that 64 million acres split up 
into five-acre lots would increase the B.C. 
population by 40 or 5() million people. 

Under the plan, most of the land will be 
in the north although some will be avail-

The land will be sold at 10 per cent below 
market price and likely will be distributed 
through a lottery system to eliminate 
bonus bidding and to keep the price down. 

The minister said he doubted there would 
be too many people applying for the land 
because only families residing in B.C. 
were eligible and they would be required to' 
build a house on the property. 

Chabot said complaints about the 
scheme by the Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs 
were unfounded because the complaints 
were based on the misunderstanding about 
the amount of land that would be in¬ 
volved.

JudRe Leslie Cashman was urRed to 
sentence in two entirely different 
directions Monday in Victoria county 
court by counsei for the prosecution 
and the defence, ^ 

Gordon Bruce Bariow. 35, whu^ 
operated Works West and DesiRn Re¬ 
search in Victoria while. workinR as a 
building designer, pieaded guilty Jan. 

16 to two counts of fraud and two of 
false pretence. 

He was to have been sentenced Mon¬ 
day but after hearing submissions by 
counsel. Ca.shman said he would deliv¬ 
er his sentence today. 

Crown counsei Peter Birkett said 
Barlpw was a "professional con. no 
more, no le.ss" and asked Cashman to 
consider a penitentiary term—two 
years or more. 

Defence counsel David Wiisun said 
throwing Barlow in jail in the past 
hadn't worked and his rehabilitation 
as well as the protection of the public 


were bc‘st served if he faced the pros- 
pt'ct of sentence being suspended for a 
long time together with probation. 

The indictment against Barlow stat¬ 
ed he is also known as Adam Paul. 
Paul Adam. Ward Adams. Adam Wood 
and Adam Morton Paul. Wilson said 
his client was born Bruce Barlow but 
has legally changed his name to Adam 
Paul 

Birkett said the first false pretence 
occurred April 6 when he tendered a 
worthless cheque for $2.19J for airline 
tickets from Victoria to Stuttgart and 
return. Wilson said the airline tickets 
weren’t used and are being held by 
Vancouver police and can be returned 
to Totem Travel in Victoria. 

The first fraud occurred April 7 and- 
involved obtaining pos.session of a 1978 
Porsche from Speedway Motors. Bir¬ 
kett said Barlow originally entered a 
purchase agreement for $28,-569 for the 
car and tendered a cheque fur $8,000 


but It was returned marked not suffi 
cient funds. Barlow explained there 
was a mixup and rc'tumed the car. 

Later. Birkett said, Barlow tendered 
a cheque for $28,569 drawn on the 
Works West account and took posses¬ 
sion of the car. The cheque was re¬ 
turned marked account closed. Court 
was nut told what had happenc-d to the 
car. 

The third offence occurred April 8 in 
which West Coast Savings Credit 
I'nion. '2067 Cadboru Bay Road, was 
defrauded of $2,850. Birkett said an 
account had been opened In the name 
of Design Research and a Works 
West cheque for $3,162 payable to De- 
•-sign Research had been deposited. A 
cheque for $2.8.50 was tendered for pur- 
cha.se of $2,170 in U.S. travellers che¬ 
ques but this was returned marked ac¬ 
count clo.sed. 

The fourth offence involved a false 
pretence in obtaining $2,162 worth of 


wheels and tires for a Porsche from 
(;.T. Accessories Ltd. of Vancouver on 
Nov. 6. Birkett said the cheque in this 
case was drawn on a Works West 
account in Victoria and was returned 
marked account closed. 

Wiisun said that on the third and 
fourth offences. Barlow is prepared to 
make restitution. 

Barlow has an extensive criminal 
record for similar offences going back 
to 1961 including three thefts, ob¬ 
taining lodging by fraud. 16 false pre¬ 
tences, three offences involving deal¬ 
ing with forged documents, uttering, 
forgery and fraud. 

On three occasions he was sentenced 
to the penitentiary, the last time in 
1973 for four years. 

Wilson argued that Barlow's case 
was truly exceptional. It was quite 
obvious that past jail sentences hadn’t 
worked. 

But Wilson argued that the courts 


should not allow the jails to become 
havens for those who shirk responsi¬ 
bility and suggested a suspended sen 
tence and probation 

Birkett said he couldn’t see that it 
was an exceptional case. He said Bar- 
low hadn’t learned his lesson and sug¬ 
gested he go to jail in the public inter¬ 
est. Although the offences had not 
resulted in physical damage, they 
certainly involved economic damage 
to the business community. 

He said Barlow was trying to de¬ 
prive people by deceit and must learn 
that someone can’t just get away 
with it. 

Several character witnesses testi¬ 
fied favorably on Barlow’s behalf in¬ 
cluding a real estate developer, an ac¬ 
countant and a personnel officer. One 
of them said Barlow was prepared to 
make a fresh start and this was the 
first time in five .vears he had seen this 
attitude.

Prison term 
suspended 
after assault 


The long-term intere.stx of the public and a man who 
pleaded guilty in Victoria county court to assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm would be served by a suspended .sentence. 
Judge E.J.C. Stewart said Monday. 

He placed Alan .Stuart Clemens, 29. on probation for 
two years after saying it would be a great mistake to 
send him to jail. Clemens must abstain from drinking 
and taking non-prescribed pills while on probation and 
must attend any alcohol-related program considered neces¬ 
sary by his probation officer. 

Stewart said Clemens was one of those persons for 
whom any use of alcohol is an abuse. 

Both Clemens and character witnesses said there had 
been no drinking for the last 10 months, except fur one 
lapse, and that he was actively engaged in a program 
in which he no longer drank. 

Defence counsel Darrel Woods said a psychiatric re¬ 
port said Clemens’ problem was chronic alcoholism but 
he was making genuine efforts to rehabilitate himself. 

The offence occurred against a woman with whom 
he was living Jan. 29. 1978, and iifvolved his striking her 
with his fist. Both were intoxicated at the time. .Since 
then, he has established a stable relationship with an¬ 
other woman, he said. 

In another case, Stewart .sentenced Patrick David Ni¬ 
cholson, 23. to 18 months in jail for breaking and en¬ 
tering with intent to commit an indictable offence but the 
sentence will run simultaneously with a term of two 
years less one day imposed Jan. 22 for possession of sto¬ 
len properly. 

Police found Nicholson standing on a container smash¬ 
ing the window of a jewelry store across the street from the 
city police station in the early hours of Aug. 2. He ran off but 
was arrested in a nearby motel. 

Defence counsel Christopher Wilson said it was physi¬ 
cally impossible for Nicholson to have crawled through the 
w indow he was smashing. His client was under the influence 
ol pills at the time and has no recollection of the event. 

Stewart said Nicholson’s last two offences made him 
almost suspect he was trying to be caught. He said 
Nicholson should remain in the provincial jail s.vstem. 
meaning a sentence of less than two years, and the la¬ 
test offence justified a shorter sentence than the earlier 
one.

Saanich council has re¬ 
newed its fight with the pro¬ 
vincial government over 
payment of taxes on Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria property. 

Aldermen continued the 
assault .Monday when they 
endorsed a brief asking for 
a grant in lieu of taxes on 
university properties as re¬ 
commended in the McMath 
commission assessment and 
taxation report. 

Aldermen said the legis¬ 
lation should be implement¬ 
ed "at least to the same 
extent as has been done for 
provincial properties." 

Students attending the uni¬ 
versity, located in Oak Bay 
and .Saanich, use amenities 
and facilities in the munici¬ 
palities including recre¬ 
ation. parks and libraries, 
the brief says. 

The students come not 
only come from other B.C. 


municipalities but also from 
other locations far and wide 
“and it would seem illogical 
that either .Saanich or Oak 
Bay should be required to 
subsidize the education of 
these students even in a 
small way," the brief .says. 

The 1978 assessed value 
of all university properties 
in Saanich was $15.2 million. 

The assessed value repre¬ 
sented about six per cent of 
Saanich’s 1978 taxable as¬ 
sessment “and indicates 
that the lack of a grant con¬ 
stitutes a considerable loss 
of revenue for the munici¬ 
pality.” the brief says.

Vander Zalm apologizes 
—then hedges

Municipal Affairs Minis¬ 
ter William Vander Zalm 
apologized Monday to any¬ 
one who was offended by his 
use of the word “frog" to 
refer to French-Canadians. 

But the controversial min¬ 
ister said he would not make 
a blanket apology becau.se it 
would be insulting to 
French-Canadians. 

In a phone interview from 
his Surrey constituency of¬ 
fice, Vander Zalm said: 

"I'm saying to anyone 
who's offended—I apolo¬ 
gize. 

“But a blanket apology 
would be an insult. The ma¬ 
jority of French-Canadians, 
I'm told, would be insulted. 


“It would be an insult to 
their intelligence because it 
would presume that they 
would take a comment like 
that seriously. 

"I'm also apologizing on 
behalf of the news media, 
who blew the whole thing out 
of proportion." 

Meanwhile, the “Federa¬ 
tion des Franco-Colombiens, 
representing about 40,000 
French-Canadians in the 
province, said Monday it 
would not accept the minis¬ 
ter's statement of apology. 

Federation executive 


director Jean Riou said 
Monday in a phone interview 
from Vancouver that 
Vander Zalm's apology was 
"not much. " 

Riou said, "He's not apolo¬ 
gizing for anything he says. 
We’re still waiting for ad¬ 
vice from our lawyers. I'm 
sure that what we're asking 
for is a full apology for the 
French-Canadian population 
of B.C." 

When told Monday night 
that the federation was 
awaiting a full apology. 
Vander Zalm said from his 
Surrey home: 


“They obviously don't 
speak for all French-Cana¬ 
dians in the province, it 
seems. 

"My goodness. I've apolo¬ 
gized to anyone who was of¬ 
fended. If they all feel of¬ 
fended, then they're all 
covered." 

Vander Zalm said he 
would respond on Tuesday to 
Social Credit backbencher 
George Kerster's request 
that he apologize to B.C.'s 
French-Canadian commu¬ 
nity. 

Kerster is the MLA for Co¬ 


quitlam riding, which repre¬ 
sents part of the franco¬ 
phone community of 
Maillardville. 

Also expected Tuesday is 
a decision by the B.C. 
Human Rights Commission 
on Vander Zalm's remarks. 
The commission is meeting 
in Richmond. 

Vander Zalm used the 
word "frog" recently in a 
song he composed and sang 
to a Social Credit convention 
in Williams Lake. 

He said the word "frog" 
was used in “in fun. " 

But local human rights 
spokesmen, several NIPs. 
and Senator Jean Marchand 
criticized Vander Zalm for 
using his position as a cabi¬ 
net minister to enflame 
prejudices. 


Crystal-Wharf centre 
revenue link backed

Deregulation Minister Sam Bawlf, MLA for Vic¬ 
toria, will ask the provincial cabinet to support a 
proposal to operate the re¬ 
designed Crystal Garden 
and a new convention centre 
zhrough a non-profit founda¬ 
tion. 

Bawlf said he had been 
studying the proposal, pre¬ 
sented by a group of Victoria 
businessmen, for .some time 
and had concluded that “it is 
the best proposal we have 
received to date." 

If the cabinet accepts the 
proposal, the Pacific Gate¬ 
way Foundation would rai.se 
the capital to build the new 
conference centre on Wharf 
Street. It would operate the 
centre and the soon-to-bc- 
opened Crystal Garden, 
using revenue from the 
Cr.vstal to finance deficits at 
the conference centre. 

The Crystal tyll house 
tropical gardens, aviary, 
theatre, tea and dance pavil¬ 
ions and shops. Admission 
will be 50 cents for children 
and .senior citizens and $I for 
adults. 

Bawlf said projections in¬ 
dicated that revenue from 
the Crystal should be around 
$169,000 in its first year of 
operation, increasing to 
$210,000 a year aftei* five 
years, more than enough to 
finance convention centre 
operating deficits. 

"Both facilities will add 
greatly to our ability to draw 
visitors to Victoria year- 
round, " Bawlf said. "Their 
management and promotion 
should be closely co-ordinat¬ 
ed. The same skills are re¬ 
quired to manage both.

The battered wreck of a pleasure 
craft missing since Dec. 28 from 
Tahsis was found over the weekend 
but there was no trace of the two 
people who were on board. 

A Pacific Rescue Centre spokes¬ 
man in Victoria said a civilian aircraft 
flying over the sea near Prince Ru¬ 
pert, 540 kilometres north of Tahsis. 
spotted the missing vessel Saturday 
shortly after 10 a.m. 

However, Capt. John McKinnon of 
the rescue centre said there was no 
sign of 30-ycar-old Jim Steer and 29- 
year-old Janet Cooke, who were 
aboard on a one-day fishing trip when 
they disappeared.

NEW YORK (AP) — “Somebody had to have some access 
because there's a lot to it." lawyer Tom Reich said Monday 
about a published report the the new five-year contract of 
his client, Dave Parker of Pittsburgh Pirates, was worth a 
guaranteed minimum of $<.7S million. 

"Some areas relate to what I received in the contract,” 
said Parker, the National League’s most valuable player 
who was here to receive an award from a baseball maga¬ 
zine. 

The Chicago-Sun Times reported Saturday that Parker 
would be paid a minimum of $6.75 million under the 
contract, that he could, with incentive-clause payments, be 
baseball’s first million-dollar-a-year player by 1983, and 


that he would get $I million in 1969 and $200,000 annually for 
the following 18 years under a deferred payment plan. 

The new agreement will run through the 1983 season at 
which time, Parker could, at age 33, renegotiate with the 
Pirates or declare himself a free agent and seek employ¬ 
ment with another team. 

The report stated that Parker’s contract will give the 
27-year-old slogger an annual salary of $650,000 and $350,000 
of which will be deferred at an annual interest rate of 8'/4 per 
cent plus a $625,000 signing bonus, the newspaper says. 

The report also said; 

—The contract contains clauses which grant the outfielder 
$100,000 each year he is selected the NL’s most valuable 
player, $50,000 if he’s second in the balloting. $25,000 if he’s 


third and $15,000 for each season he wins a Golden Glove 
award. 

—Parker could earn $50,000 each year Pittsburgh has a 
home attendance of 1.5 million, an additional $50,000 if the 
figure exceeds 1.75 million and $50,000 more if attendance 
tops the two million mark. 

In effect, Parker’s base salary would be $775,000—based 
on his annual salary plus one-fifth of the bonus—and could 
climb to $1,040,000 if he wins the MVP award, the Golden 
Glove and the Pirates attract two million fans to 'Three 
RiversStadium. 

“It’s Incomplete and there are some errors," Reich said of 
the report. "But I’m not going to correct them because there 
is a gentleman’s agreement with Dan Galbreath (Pirates 
president) not to reveal any terms of the contract.” i

PONTIAC, Mich. (AP) — 
David Thompson, the daz¬ 
zling guard with Denver 
Nuggets, hopes he proved 
something by scoring 25 
points and leading the West 
to a 134-129 victory Sunday 
over the East in the 29th-an- 
nual National Basketball 
Association all-star game. 

Thompson scored 14 points 
in the first half when the 
West raced to an 80-58 lead. 
Then, after the East had 
closed within five points 
early in the fourth quarter. 
Thompson clinched the vic¬ 
tory for the West—and 
most-valuable-player 
honors for himself—by sink¬ 
ing four baskets in the final 
five minutes, 

"I was happy to show the 
world I’m still a pretty good 
ballplayer,” said Thopipson, 
who outpolled Julius Erving 
of the East 70-29 in the MVP 
balloting among sports writ¬ 
ers and broadcasters cover¬ 
ing the game. 

■'I’ve been getting lots of 
criticism this year,” said 
Thompson. ’’People seemed 
to be expecting 30 points a 
game from me and were 
getting down on me. Hope¬ 
fully, this game will erase 
that.” 

Thompson, the NBA’s sec¬ 
ond-leading scorer last sea¬ 
son who signed a five-year, 
$4 million contract during 
the 1977-78 playoffs, is 
averaging 23.3 points per 
game this season—about 
four points below last sea¬ 
son’s figure. 

As for winning the MVP 
award, Thomp.son said: 
"I'm really excited about it. 
I’ve been all-pro a few 
times, but second to that, 
this is probably my biggest 
thrill.” 

Winning coach Lenny Wil-

A key target of the B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation, 
looked upon with suspicion 
by most other school dis¬ 
tricts, and a thorn in the 
flesh of the education min¬ 
istry, the Langley school 
board just keeps on rolling 
along, four members of the 
controversial board said in 
Victoria Saturday. 

In town for a B.C. School 


Trustees Association confer¬ 
ence, the four, Mami Ro¬ 
bertson, Loren Matuomo, 
Brian Westwood (chairman) 
and Dave Bell showed the 
form that has made them 
the scourge of the education 
establishment. 

STATISTICS provide 
some clues about the contro¬ 
versy: 

Langley, according to 
Westwood, is, the fastest 
growing school district in 


Pidg came out of the blue 


Western Canada. Enrolment 
went up 4.3 per cent this fall, 
while overall, B.C. enrol¬ 
ment dropped 1.6 per cent. 

Langley's cost per pupil is 
second lowest in the prov¬ 
ince, and the district was the 
clear leader in the provin¬ 
cial government’s incentive 
grants, given to districts 
which kept their 1977-79 in¬ 
crease in per pupil costs at 
least three per cent below 
the provincial average. Its 


10.04 per cent increase over 
the two-year period put it 
nearly four per cent ahead 
of everyone else, and was 
less than half the provincial 
average. 

ITS OVER ALL budget 
will rise by less than eight 
per cent this year, in spite of 
the enrolment increase and 
a 7.6 per cent salary in¬ 
crease for its teaching staff. 
The mill rate, including the 
incentive grant from the 
education ministry, will ac¬ 
tually drop this year, from 
51 mills to 48.5 

On the other hand, its 
pupil-teacher ratio of 18.49 is 
the sixth highest in the prov¬ 
ince. That, the district’s at¬ 
tempt to fire several teach¬ 
ers. and the fact that it plans 
to hire only three to five ad¬ 
ditional teachers to handle 
an influx of 1,200 pupils be¬ 
tween 1977 and 1979, have 
prompted the BCTF to take 
the unusual action of estab¬ 
lishing a commission to “in¬ 
vestigate and report on 
learning conditions in the 
Langley school district” 

THE LANGLEY school 
trustees are unrepentant. 

Young (six of the seven 


trustees have children in 
elementary school), icono¬ 
clastic, and very, very ag¬ 
gressive, the Langley trus¬ 
tees enjoy an unusual degree 
of support in their district. 
Their political views range 
from "the extreme right to 
the moderate right,” ac¬ 
cording to Bell, and while 
they have their spats over 
the board table, all seven 
trustees agree on the gen¬ 
eral direction the board 
should be taking. 

IN THE LAST three 
years, 22 challengers have 
Tried to unseat them, but 
incumbents or their sympa¬ 
thizers ("we look for.people 
who can stand the heat") 
have been re-elected every 
time. Westwood said. 

“We have been called ar¬ 
rogant and many other 
things, but when we ran, we 
stated exactly what we stood 
for, and we have a responsi¬ 
bility to insure that it is 
done," Marni Robertson 
says. 

What upsets teachers is 
that the Langley board is 
challenging—and proving 
wrong—one of the BCTF’s 
dearest beliefs, that smaller 


classes mean better educa¬ 
tion, Westwood says. 

BY DEVELOPING the 
province’s first standar¬ 
dized kindergarten curricu¬ 
lum and first kindergarten 
screening program and 
combining them with one of 
Canada’s best special edu¬ 
cation programs (the dis¬ 
trict won a very rare special 
mention from the Canadian 
Committee of Special Edu¬ 
cators), the district can 
identify both its gifted stu¬ 
dents and those requiring 
extra tuition or remediation. 
Class sizes can be higher 
when teachers are not asked 
to handle special students 
along with those of normal 
capability,' Westwood says. 

THE DISTRICT has 
chopped vigorously away at 
teachers’ aides ('’whatever 
happened to ‘take one and 
pass them back?’"), labora¬ 
tory assistants (“whatever 
happened to 'clean your own 
beaker?’ part ofieaming is 
cleaning up your own 
mess"), and markers 
(“teachers should do their 
own marking so they know 
what their students are 
doing”). 


It did away with “spare" 
periods, went back to letter 
grades on report cards over 
the Langley Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation’s trembling body, 
and brought in a written dis¬ 
cipline code which goes 
home with every child on the 
first day of school. 

SLOPPY TEACHER 
qualification procedures, 
high teaching salaries, low 
trustee remuneration—for 
$2,000 a year the Langl^ 
trustees claim to put in 30-^5 
hours a week—and the B.(^. 
School Trustees Association 
itself are other Langley tar¬ 
gets. 

All this might seem like a 
harsh reaction to the per¬ 
missive trend in education, 
but the Langley trustees are 
committed to educational 
excellence as well. In the 
last three years, the dis¬ 
trict’s students have gone 
from the bottom half in the 
province to the top third in 
academic achievement, as 
measured by province-wide 
tests, Westwood said. 

IN ANSWER to charges 
that the arts have suffered, 
the trustees point to the 66 
per cent of their high school 


students who take music, 
the highest proportion in the 
province. 

Indeed, province-wide 
averages mean little to 
Langley, Westwood asserts. 

The constant revision of 
test norms, a “don’t raise 
the bridge, but lower the 
water” approach, hides the 
fact that actual achieve¬ 
ment has fallen. Therefore, 
Langley has its own set of 
district tests which are 
tougher than the education 
mnistry’s, he claims. 

THE IMINISTRY is a fre¬ 
quent target of Langley’s 
scorn. It is too timid to take 
on the powerful BCTF. given 
much of the credit for bring¬ 
ing down the Socreds in 1972. 
Westwood says, but Langley 
has done so and prospered. 

The ministry is afraid to 
step into the lion’s den of 
adequate teacher assess¬ 
ment, one-year contracts for 
teachers, discipline codes. 
Westwood charges. 

"In all these areas, the 
ministry should be leading 
rather than following." he 
says. 

Following whom? Lang¬ 
ley, of course.

Gunnar Kufaastold the meeting B.C. Tel had 
a long-term lease on the microwave site with a 
renewal option, and Rayonier had indicated to the 
advisory planning commission that it had "other 
plans" for the propo.sed park site. 

Advisory planning commission chairman 
Ernie Rose replied that he was confident the park 
on Rayonier land would materialize.

"Economic opportunities 
are strongly tied to the 
forest industry and little 
change is anticipated here." 
the report states. 

"There may be some 
growth in the tourist indus¬ 
try and related services, 
particularly as accessibility 
is improved. 

"This, coupled with a 
modest increase in retail 
and service trades, may 
bring some limited growth 
to the west coast area, with 
most of the growth confined 
to existing settlements." 

The report goes on to say 
that between 1961 and 1976 
.School District 84 had a 
growth rate of 3.9 per cent, 
which reflects the establish¬ 
ment of industrial and log¬ 
ging operations in the area 
with^ attendant population 
growth. 

By comparison. District 
72's growth rate between 
now and .year 2001 is fore¬ 
cast at 2.7 per cent per year, 
only slightly lower than 
Courtenay's District 71. 

"Both the natural in¬ 
crease and the net migration 
should be considerable, and 
anticipated resource de¬ 
velopment during the 1980s 
are expected to contribute to 
relatively high growth 
rates, 

"Unless exten.sive addi¬ 
tional industrial processing 
occurs in the school district, 
the over all growth rate is, 
however, expected to de¬ 
cline toward the end of the 
century, , 

"The region has a greater 
dependency on resource in¬ 
dustry than district 71. and 
the assumed decline in re¬ 
source expansion late this 
century should have a 
marked effect on growth 
rates." the report states. 

District 72 population in 
the 1976 census is given as 
23,112, a figure expected to 
grow to 27,900 by 1981 and 
reach 32,700 by 1986.

per cent annually), and for 
Cumberland, from 1,896 to 
3,0.52 (1.9 per cent). 

Age distribution figures, 
based on stati.stical data 
from the 1971 and 1976. re¬ 
flect a declining birth rate 
and shifting migration fig¬ 
ures leading to an older 
population. 

"All three school districts 
display a significant de¬ 
crease in the percentage of 
population in the .younger 
age brackets," the report 
states.

Provincial Court 


A defence of entrapment, mostly heard in drug trials, 
was brought out in a drinking-driving case Monday in 
Victoria provincial court. 

Defence lawyer William McElmoyle offered the de¬ 
fence in a Sept. 29 incident in Colwood Involving 18- 
year-old Michael Phillip Guiney, of 540 Langholm. . 

McElmoyle argued before Judge William 0,stler that 
Constable Robert Vallance of the Colwood RCMP "In¬ 
duced and connived" the offence by allowing Guiney to 
get behind the wheel of his truck. 

Evidence heard at the Jan. 29 trial on charges of 
impaired driving and driving with a blood-alcohol con¬ 
tent over .08 was that Vallance spotted the truck in a 
ditch and spoke to Guiney, who appeared on the scene. 
The officer was alleged to have said that Guiney should 
move the car. 

Guiney was subsequently stopped driving his vehicle 
following a pursuit. 

McElmoyle asked the judge to note the contradic¬ 
tory evidence in the transcript. 

"Did you tell him (Guiney) that his car was impro¬ 
perly parked?" McElmoyle asked the police officer. 

"That is correct.” Vallance replied. 

'And you told him, 'You'd better move your car.'?'- 

;;No. I-information that 1 remember was that I told 
him why I was there.” 

Later in the trial, the transcript showed. Vallance 
said, “To my knowledge no, I don't remember saying 
that.” 

“But you just said in your earlier evidence that you 
may have said to this man that ‘You better move your 
car and get it out of here,”’ McElmoyle asked Vallance. 

“I may have said, yes.” 

"Isn't it true, constable, that you felt all along that 
you would leave this man after directing him to do 
something with his car and pick him up down the block? 
That’s what happened. Isn’t It?” 

"It crossed my mind, yes, but I was not there for that 
one particular purpose.” 

“When you were waiting in your car down "the street 
you were just sort of cruising the area, maybe to get Guin¬ 
ey. maybe to do something about this party in the neigh¬ 
borhood?" 

"That’s correct," Vallance answered. 

McElmoyle said Vallance put personal property in 
jeopardy by letting Guiney get behind the wheel. 

Crown counsel Wayne Smith argued that the defence of 
entrapment must be supported by clear evidence that the 
officer induced the commission of the act in order to provide 
grounds for a criminal charge. 

Smith also pointed out that the officer in this case in ho 
way brought about the actions of the accused man. 

in his ruling. Ostler noted that the defence of entrap¬ 
ment was not recognized as a defence in most Canadian 
courts but. assuming it is a defence, he said, he found 
there was no evidence of It in this particular case. He said 
it was clear \ allance did not tell Guiney to drive the vehi¬ 
cle in an impaired condition. 

“I'm quite satisfied the officer thought the accused 
(man) was going to get In the car and drive it," Ostler 
concluded, "and that is exactly what happened." 

Ostler found Guiney guilty of impaired driving and le¬ 
vied a $400 fine.

The three had met to dis¬ 
cuss a Metropolitan Toronto 
auditor’s report, released 
Friday, alleging misman¬ 
agement of monetary prac¬ 
tices and programming poli¬ 
cies at O’Keefe Centre that 
led to a request for Bur¬ 
rows’s resignation as gen¬ 
eral manager in December; 
His contract with Hamilton 
Place was signed Dec. 2, 
more than two weeks before 
the O'Keefe resignation. 

The auditor’s report said 
O’Keefe Centre costs for 
1978 totalled more than $1.64 
million including net operat¬ 
ing costs, municipal taxes 
and capital expenditures. A 
total of $22,092 was realized 
as net revenue from perfor¬ 
mances during the year.

‘Misconceptions’ assailed 


Labor minister Allan Williams has 
propagated "misconceptions” among 
school boards about the use of the" 
Essential Services Disputes Act, the 
president of the B.C. School Trustees’ 
Association has charged. 

Dave Kandal has taken issue, in a 
letter to Williams, with comments 
Williams made in a letter sent Jan. 9 to 
all school board chairmen. 

The controversy over the bill was 
heightened in December, when the 
government proclaimed a section of 
the legislation which included school 
boards, until then excluded, within the 
act’s jurisdiction. The act was passed 
to resolve a school strike-lockout in the 
West Kootenay. 

Williams said in his letter that the 
act did not take away the right of any 


person to bargain collecdvely, and 
did not displace tile obligation to 
bargain collectively in good faith. 

"There is no legislation of general 
application which suspends collective 
bargaining or removes the rights and 
obligations of that process.” 

But affecting the means of final 
settlement (after a 90-day cooling-off 
period, either party in the dispute can 
opt unilaterally for binding arbitra¬ 
tion) “is bound to affect the process in 
such a way as to prevent ‘good faith’ 
bargaining,” Kandal told Williams. 

"The end»result will probably repre¬ 
sent an increased cost to the taxpayers 
of the province and a contravention of 
the expressed policies of the present 
government. 

"For you to argue with the reality of 
these statements would be tantamount 
to an unparallelled admission of naive¬ 


te as to how the collective bargain¬ 
ing process works.” 

Kandal also mentioned the provision 
of compulsory binding arbitration for 
teacher salaries in the Public Schools 
Act, and said it led to “pre-arbitration 
war dances.” and the arguments that 
it led to higher settlements "are suffi 
cient to fill your office." 

"During the years of the Anti-Infla¬ 
tion Boaid, the arbitrators appointed 
by you showed a total lack of re¬ 
sponsibility and a complete disregard 
for federal law when they handed 
down arbitration awards in excess of 
that allowed under AIB." 

The government's Interference in 
the West Kootenay increased the cost 
of the conflict and jeopardized at¬ 
tempts by school boards to have wages 
in the public sector follow those in the 
private sector. Kandal said.

Province rolls back 
land sale dimensions

Lands Minister James Chabot said Mon¬ 
day the B.C. government would not sell as 
much crown land to residents of the prov¬ 
ince as he announced last week. 

Chabot had said the government would 
sell 64 million acres of land, in three-to 
five-acre lots, to B.C. families for residen¬ 
tial. recreational and agricultural use. 

The minister said Monday, however, that 
the 64 million acres was the size of the area 
from which the lots would be carved. 

He noted that 64 million acres split up 
into five-acre lots would increase the B.C. 
population by 40 or 50 million people. 

Under the plan, most of the land will be 
in the north although some will be avail- 
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able in every region of the province. 

The land will ^ sold at 10 per cent below 
market price and likely will be distributed 
through a lottery system to eliminate 
bonus bidding and to keep the price down. 

The minister said he doubted there would 
be too many people applying for the land 
because only families residing in B.C. 
were eligible and they would be required to 
build a house on the property. 

Chabot said complaints about the 
scheme by the Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs 
were unfounded because the complaints 
were based on the misunderstanding about 
the amount of land that would be in¬ 
volved.

Judge Leslie Casbman was urged In 
sentence in two entirely different 
directions Monday in Victoria county 
court by coun.sel for the prosecution 
and the defence. 

Gordon Bruce Barlow. 35. who 
operated Works West and Design Re¬ 
search in Victoria while working as a 
building designer, pleaded guilty Jan. 
16 to two counts of fraud and two of 
false pretence. 

He was to have been sentenced Mon¬ 
day but after hearing submissions by 
counsel. Cashman said he would deliv¬ 
er his sentence today. 

Crown counsel Peter Birkett said 
Barlow was a "professional con, no 
more, no less" and asked Cashman to 
consider a penitentiary term—two 
years or more. 

Defence counsel David Wilson said 
throwing Barlow In jail in the past 
hadn't worked and his rehabilitation 
as well as the protection of the public 


were best served if he faced the pros¬ 
pect of sentence being suspended for a 
long time together with probation. 

The indictment against Barlow stat¬ 
ed he is also known as Adam Paul. 
Paul Adam, Ward Adams, Adam Wood 
and Adam Morion Paul. Wilson said 
his client was born Bruce Barlow but 
has legally changed his name to Adam 
Paul. 

Birkett said the first false pretence 
occurred April 6 when he tendered a 
worthless cheque for J2,194 for airline 
tickets from Victoria to Stuttgart and 
return. Wilson said the airline tickets 
weren't used and are being held by 
Vancouver police and can be returned 
to Totem Travel in Victoria. 

The first fraud occurred April 7 and 
involved obtaining possession of a 1976 
Porsche from Speedway Motors. Bir¬ 
kett said Barlow originally entered a 
purchase agreement for $28,569 for the 
car and tendered a cheque for $8,000 


but it was returned marked not suffi¬ 
cient funds. Barlow explained there 
was a mixup and relumed the car. 

Later, Birkett said, Barlow tendered 
a cheque fcr $28,569 drawn on the 
Works West account and took posses¬ 
sion of the car. The cheque was re¬ 
turned marked account closed. Court 
was not told what had happened to the 
car. ^ 

The third offence occurred April 8 in 
which West Coast Savings Credit 
Union, 2067 Cadboro Bay Road, was 
defrauded of $2,850. Birkett said an 
account had been opened in the name 
of Design Research and a Works 
West cheque for $3,162 payable to De¬ 
sign Research had been deposited. A 
Cheque for $2,850 was tendered for pur 
chase of $2,470 in U.S. travellers che¬ 
ques but this was returned marked ac¬ 
count closed. 

The fourth offence involved a false 
pretence in obtaining $2,162 worth of 


wheels and tires for a Porsche from 
G.T. Accessories Ltd. of Vancouver on 
Nov. 6. Birkett said the cheque In this 
case was drawn on a Warks West 
account in Victoria and was returned 
marked account closed. 

Wilson said that on the third and 
fourth offences, Barlow is prepared to 
make restitution. 

Barlow has an extensive criminal 
record for similar offences going back 
to 1961 including three thefts, ob- 
ttyning lodging by fraud. 16 false pre¬ 
tences, three offences involving deal¬ 
ing with forged documents, uttering, 
forgery and fraud. 

On three occasions he was sentenced 
to the penitentiary, the last time in 
1973 for four years. 

Wilson argued that Barlow's case 
was truly exceptional. It was quite 
obvious that past jail sentences hadn't 
worked. 

But Wilson argued that the courts 


should not allow the jails to become 
havens for those who shirk responsi¬ 
bility and suggested a suspended sen¬ 
tence and probation. 

Birkett said he couldn't see that it 
was an exceptional case. He said Bar- 
low hadn't learned his lesson and sug¬ 
gested he go to jail in the public Inter¬ 
est. Although the offences had not 
resulted in physical damage, they 
certainly involved economic damage 
to the business community. 

lie said Barlow was trying to de¬ 
prive people by deceit and must learn 
that someone can’t just get awav 
with it. 

Several character witnesses testi¬ 
fied favorably on Barlow’s behalf in¬ 
cluding a real estate developer, an ac¬ 
countant and a personnel officer. One 
of them said Barlow was prepared to 
make a fresh start and this was the 
first time in five years he had seen this 
attitude.

Prison term . 
suspended 
after assault 

The long-term interests of the public and a man who 
pleaded guilty in Victoria county court to assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm would be served by a suspended sentence. 
Judge E.J.C. Stewart said Monday. 

He placed Alan Stuart Clemens. 29, on probation for 
iwo .vears after saying it would be a great mistake to 
send him to jail. Clemens must abstain from drinking 
and taking non-prescribed pills while on probation and 
must attend any alcohol-related program considered neces¬ 
sary by his probation officer. 

Stewart said Clemens was one of those persons for 
whom any use of alcohol is an abuse. 

Both Clemens and character witnesses said there had 
been no drinking for the last 10 monlhs. except for one 
lapse, and that he was actively engaged in a program 
in which he no longer drank. 

Defence counsel Darrel Woods said a psychiatric re- 
|)ort .said Clemens' problem was chronic alcoholism but 
he was making genuine efforts to rehabilitate himself. 

The offence occurred against a woman with whom 
he was living Jan. 29. 1978, and involved his striking her 
with his fisl. Both were intoxicated at the lime. Since 
Ihen. he has esiablished a stable relationship with an¬ 
other woman, he said. 

In another case. Stewart sentenced Patrick David Ni¬ 
cholson, 23, to 18 months In jail for breaking and en¬ 
tering with intent to commit an indictable offence but the 
sentence will run simultaneously "with a term of two 
years less one day imposed Jan. 22 for possession of sto¬ 
len properly. 

Police found Nicholson .standing on a container smash¬ 
ing the window of a jewelry store across the street from the 
city police station in the early hours of Aug. 2. He ran off but 
was arrested in a nearby motel. 

Defence counsel Christopher Wilson said it was physi¬ 
cally impossible for Nicholson to have crawled through the 
w indow he was smashing. His client was under the influence 
of pills at the lime and has no recollection of the event. 

.Stewart said Nicholson's last two offences made him 
almost suspect he was trying to be caught. He said 
Nicholson should remain in the provincial jail system, 
meaning a sentence of less than two years, and the la¬ 
test offence justified a shorter sentence than the earlier 
one. 


JURY URGES MANOR PROBE 


A probe into the operation 
and design of the Oak Bay 
Manor has bc-en recom¬ 
mended by a coroner’s 
jury. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
-St. Jorre said Monday the 
findings of the jury in the 
death of Florence Young, 88, 
on the roof of the interme¬ 
diate-care ward on the night 
of Jan. 5-6, would be for¬ 
warded soon to the attomey- 
general's ministry for ac¬ 
tion. 

The jury’s recommenda¬ 
tions also called for an 
alarm system to be installed 
to alert staff whenever the 
roof exit door was opened. 

The jury found Mrs. 
Young died accidentally 


inside, locked from the 
outside so that no one may 
gain access from the roof, 
and most importantly, be 
equipped with a system to 
warn when the door is 
opened. 

"That competent authority 
be engaged to conduct a 
suVvey of the building 
known as Oak Bay Manor 
and the .staffing require¬ 
ments thereof, and to sub¬ 
mit recommendations to 
insure the adequate safety 
of patients,” 

•St. Jorre said he assumed 
that “competent author¬ 
ity” meant the provincial 
long-term care facilities 
licensing branch, in 
charge of overseeing the 


operation of nursing 
homes. 

He said the findings, exhi¬ 
bits and a transcript of the 
three evenings of testi¬ 
mony at the inquest, which 
finished last Tuesday, 
would be sent as soon as 
possible to the attorney- 
general’s office. 

“It will be up to them to 
ensure the recommenda¬ 
tions are passed on,” he 
said.

other locations far and wide 
"and it would seem illogical 
that either Saanich or Oak 
Bay should be required to 
subsidize the education of 
these students even in a 
small way," the brief says. 

The 1978 assessed value 
of all university properties 
in Saanich was $15.2 million. 

The assessed value repre¬ 
sented about six per cent of 
Saanich’s 1978 taxable as¬ 
sessment "and indicates 
that the lack of a grant con¬ 
stitutes a considerable loss 
of revenue Jor the munici¬ 
pality," the brief says.

Vander Zalm apologizes 
—then hedges

Mtinicipal Affairs Minis- 
ter William Vander Zalm 
apologized Monday to any¬ 
one who was offended by his 
use of the word "frog” to 
refer to French-Canadians. 

But the controversial min¬ 
ister said he would not make 
a blanket apology because it 
would be insulting to 
French-Canadians. 

In a phone interview from 
his Surrey constituency of¬ 
fice, Vander Zalm said: 

"I'm saying to anyone 
who's offended—I apolo¬ 
gize. 

"But a blanket apology 
would be an insult. The ma¬ 
jority of French-Canadians. 
I'm told, would be insulted. 


"It would be an insult to 
their intelligence because it 
would presume that they 
would take a comment like 
that seriously. 

“I'm also apologizing on 
behalf of the news media, 
w ho blew tfc whole thing out 
of proportion.” 

Meanwhile, the Federa¬ 
tion des Franco-Colombiens. 
representing about 40,000 
French-Canadians in the 
province, said Monday it 
would not accept the minis¬ 
ter's statement of apology. 

Federation executive 


director Jean Riou .said 
Monday in a phone interview 
from Vancouver that 
Vander Zalm's apology was 
“not much.” 

Riou .said, "He's not apolo¬ 
gizing for anything he says. 
We’re still waiting for ad¬ 
vice from our lawyers. I'm 
sure that what we’re asking 
foe is a full apology for the 
French-Canadian population 
oLB.C.” 

When told Monday night 
that the federation was 
awaiting a full apology. 
Vander Zalm said from his 
Surrey home: 


"They obviously don’t 
speak for all French-Cana¬ 
dians in the province, it 
.seems. 

"My goodness. I’ve apolo¬ 
gized to anyone who was of¬ 
fended. If they all feel of¬ 
fended, then they’re all 
covered." 

Vander Zalm said he

Crystal-Wharf centre 
revenue link backed

Deregulation Minister Sam Bawlf, MLA for Vic¬ 
toria. will ask the provincial cabinet to support a 
proposal to operate the re¬ 
designed Crystal Garden 
and a new convention centre 
through a non-profit founda¬ 
tion.

It would operate the 
centre and the soon-to-bc- 
opened Crystal Garden, 
using revenue from the 
Crystal to finance deficits at 
the conference centre. 

The Crystal will house 
tropical gardens, aviary, 
theatre, tea and dance pavil¬ 
ions and shops. Admission 
will be 50 cents for children 
and senior citizens and $1 for 
adults. 

Bawlf said projections in¬ 
dicated that revenue from 
the Crystal should be around 
$169,000 in its first year of 
operation, increasing to 
$210,000 a year after five 
years, more than enough to 
finance convention centre 
operating deficits. 

“Both facilities will add 
greatly to our ability to draw 
visitors to Victoria year- 
round," Bawlf said. “Their 
management and promotion 
should be closely co-ordinat¬ 
ed.

MISSING TAHSIS BOAT 
ADRIFT FAR TO NORTH 


The battered wreck of a pleasure 
craft missing since Dec. 28 from 
Tahsis was found over the weekend 
but there was no trace of the two 
people who were on board. 

A Pacific Rescue Centre spokes¬ 
man in Victoria said a civilian aircraft 
flying over the .sea near Prince Ru¬ 
pert, 540 kilometres north of Tahsis. 
spotted the missing vessel Saturday 
shortly after 10 a.m. 

However. Capt. John McKinnon of 
the rescue centre said there was no 
sign of 30-year-old Jim .Steer and 29- 
year-old Janet Cooke, who were 
aboard on a one-day fishing trip when 
they disappeared. 


The boat was demolished above 
the waterline and only the hull bottom, 
engine and transom were left. 

The Prince Rupert-based Cana¬ 
dian Coast Guard cutler Ciuustung 
lowed the vessel to Prince Rupert 
where positive identification was 
made through the name on the tran¬ 
som and serial number on the engine. 

McKinnon also expressed surprise 
at the distance the missing boat, the 
Gem, had drifted. 

RCMP. coast guard and Canadian 
armed forces vessels and aircraft 
were sent into the search, which was 
called off Jan. 6.

BOYS TRY ARMED COUP

MARIANNA, Fla. (AP) — Two 11-year- 
old schoolboys, armed with a gun and a 
knife, tried to take over their Grade 6 class 
Monday but got frightened and ran off. 

No one in the class of about 30 was 
injured.

not usually troublemakers." 

The class teacher, Karen Hughes, said 
the incident started when a girl entered 
the room with a message. One boy jumped 
up and pointed a pistol at the girl. 

Miss Hughes said she shoved the boy out 
of the room and the girl stayed inside. 

She told another student to run to the 
principal’s office, but a boy with a hunting 
knife seized him. Five classmates dis¬ 
armed the second bov and he fled.

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OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau and the 10 
premiers made slight 
progress .Monday after a 
day of what they termed 
"hard bargaining" on con¬ 
stitutional reform. 

The II leaders exchanged 
views on 14 topics, including 
realignment of federal and 
provincial powers, a charter 
of human rights and a for¬ 
mula for amending the con¬ 
stitution, but reached no 
consensus on any major 
issue. 

They return to the confer¬ 
ence table today, moving 
from behind clo.sed doors to 
the glare of television cam¬ 
eras. to state their positions 
publicly before returning 
home. 

"But their views are not 
going to change overnight." 
a member of the federal 
delegation told a reporter. 

However. Ssskatchewan 
Premier Allan Blakeney 
emerged from the eight- 
hour session saying he ex¬ 
pected private discussions 
would be held Monday night 
among some federal and 
provincial delegates in an 
effort to narrow their differ¬ 
ences. 

Major stumbling blocks. 
Blakeney said, were on what 
basic human rights should 
be inserted in the constitu¬ 
tion and how to make the 
112-year-old document a Ca¬ 
nadian. rather than a Brit¬ 
ish. statute. There were 
other areas where the con¬ 
ference appeared "to be a 
long way from agreement.” 
he added. 

However. Blakeney pre¬ 
dicted the II leaders would 
reach agreement on five less 
contentious items. They in¬ 
cluded a conslitulional defi¬ 
nition of the monarchy, 
limits on Ottawa to impose 
programs’on the provinces. 
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
